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Sheikh Sabah hopes UN efforts will end conflict 

Soviet Union acts to 

halt war of the cities 


KUWAIT’S acting Pr emi er 
and Foreign Minister Sheikh 
Sabah A1 Ahmed yesterday 
expressed hopes that UN and 
superpower efforts would 
lead to a total halt of the Iraq- 
Iran war. 

Sheikh Sabah was responding 
to a question by reporters on the 
Soviet Union’s proposal on 
Monday to the Security Council 
to meet immediately to end the 
war.of the cities. 

“We hope that the proposal 
would be broader to end the Gulf 
war for ever and not only to halt 
the war of the cities,” he said. 

The Soviet Union has asked 
UN Secretary -General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar to send an emis- 
sary to Iran and Iraq to stop the 
two countries from attacking 
each other's cities with deadly 
long-range missiles. 

Soviet Ambassador Alek- 
sandr Beloqogov said at the 
United Nations that Moscow 
was calling for an immediate 
Security Council meeting to deal 
with the escalation of the war of 
the cities. 

Usefiil 

“A special representative from 
the . secretary-general may be 
useful and bring results because 
the situation demands a very firm 
and constant contact with both 
capitals and the United 
Nations,” Belonogov fold repor- 
tersafier counalineiiibers, held 
private consultations^- - 

Perez de Cuellar said that the 
Soviet suggestion was an 
“interesting idea” that should be 
considered. He said he has no one 
in mind yet and pointed out that 
the last special representative 
had been Swedish Prime Mini- 
ster Olof Pahne, who was assas- 
sinated in February 1986. 

Dimension 

■ Belonogov said “recent 
moves” by Iran toward accept- 
ing Security Council resolution 
598 that calls for an immediate 
ceasefire in the 7-1 /2-year-old 
war should not be disregarded. 

“This morning I visited the 
secret ary- general and the 
president of the Security Council 
and requested both of them in the 
most energetic terms to exert the 
influence of their high offices in 
order to assure restraint by the 
belligerents and the immediate 


cessation of the war of the cities,” 
Belonogov told reporters. 

The Soviet official said the 
missile attacks have taken a “new 
dimension” in the war with 
unforeseen “political and psy- 
chological consequences.” 

“Innocent people are becom- 
ing victims of the war of cities,” 
he said. “It is in the interest of 
both nations and the United 
Nations to do what is possible to 
put an end to it.” 

He said the Soviet Union 
wants the “speediest” implemen- 
tation of resolution 598, adopted 
unanimously by the 15-nation 
body last July, which calls for an 
immediate ceasefire, troops 
withdrawal, peace talks and 
determination of responsibility 
in the war that begun in Septem- 
ber 1980. 

Alterations 

Iraq said it would accept the 
ceasefire declaration if Iran does 
the same. Iran has not yet accep- 
ted the resolution. 

But Speaker of the Iranian 
Parliament Hojjatoiislam . 
Hashemi Rafsanjani has said 
Iran has not rejected the resolu- 
tion 598 but has asked for altera- 
tions in the sequence of its arti- 
cles. 

Iran agreed with de Cuellar on 
introducing some alterations to 
the sequence of the resolution 
and also agreed on beginning to 
implement the said resolution, he 
said, • • 

Rafsanjani, charged today 
that the United States or France 
helped modify Soviet-made Iraqi 
missiles to give them the rangeto 
hit Tehran. 

In Washington, the State 
Department dismissed an Iran- 
ian response to the UN call fora 
ceasefire as a “non-paper” and 
called for the United Nations to 
move ahead with an arms 
embargo against Iran. 

White House said China had 
offered strong support for a 
United Nations arras embargo 
on Iran to enforce a Security 
Council ceasefire order in the 
Gulf war. 

Spokesman Marlin Fitzwater 
said Chinese. Foreign Minister 
Wu Xueqian offered support for 
the US-sponsored embargo 
resolution during a 40-minute 
meeting with President Reagan. 


Manila 
accused of 
human rights 
abuses 

LONDON, March 8, (Reuter): 
Amnesty International has 
accused the Philippine govern- 
ment and government-backed 
forces of carrying out unlawful 
killings, including mutilations 
and a beheading, in the name of 
preventing a major armed insur- 
gency. 

A report released by the inter- 
national human rights organisa- 
tion documented scores of cases 
of P hili ppine men, women and 
children whose rights it said had 
been brutally violated. 

Amnesty said the unlawful 
killings had become the most 
serious human rights problem in 
the country since mid-1987. 

“Most of the victims were tar- 
geted either for their membership 
of legal left-wing organisations 
or their suspected political 
beliefs,” the report said. 

Many killings reported to 
Amnesty followed acts of 
violence by opposition forces. 

In Manila, the head of the 
government's presidential com-, 
mission on human rights des- 
cribed the Amnesty report as 
exaggerated and one-sided- 


GCC citizens 
may trade in 
Kuwaiti shares 

THE Commerce and Industry 
Minister, Faisal Ai Khaled has 
said Kuwait is about to issue a 
decision allowing citizens of 
GCC stales to trade in Kuwaiti 
shares.

Khaled said the govern- 
ment is seriously searching for 
solutions to activate economic 
sectors in the country. He cited 
these sectors as real estate, trad- 
ing, and slock markets.

He pointed out that the 
Kuwaiti bourse is about to final- 
ise some studies on developing 
the financial market. ■ 

Meanwhile, 'the director of 
Kuwait's securities market 
Hisham Al Otaibi, said yesterday 
the market had prepared a draft 
resolution on dealing in futures, 
and “it is ready for implementa- 
tion.” 

He noted, however, that the ■ 
investor cannot benefit from that 
system aslong as complete finan- 
cial statements of some listed 
companies in the market are not 
available.

Missile duel continues 

Iraq raises stakes 
with raid on tanker 


BAGHDAD, March 8, (Agen- 
cies): Iraq fired two more missiles 
at Iranian cities today and ended 
a three-week lull in attacks on 
shipping with a reported raid 
near Iran's Gulf coast. 

Iran fired a missile into a Bagh- 
dad neighbourhood shortly after 
midnight and launched rockets 
on the northern Iraqi city of 
Mosul and the southern town of 
Al Amaxah. 

A Baghdad military spokes- 
man said Iraqi jets hit “a very 
large naval target" — Iraq's term 
for a supertanker or big mer- 
chant ship — in the morning. 

Erupted 

The Iraqi report of an attack 
on a ship in the Gulf was the first 
since Feb 16. The last confirmed 
Iraqi raid on shipping was on Feb 
9 when jets hit the Iranian tanker 
Shirko. 

The spokesman said ground- 
to-ground missiles were fired at 
Tehran and Esfahan, 200 miles 
(360 km) south of the Iranian 
capital, in the latest attack in the 
war of the cities which erupted on 
Feb 27. 

The Iraqi spokesman said Iraq 
also fired a missile at Iran's holy 
city of Qom, "to punish the Iran- 


ian rulers fortheir aggression and 
for rejecting US Security Council 
resolution 598.” 

The missile was the third aimed 
at Qom in the present round of 
the war of the a ties. 

Damage 

The spokesman said a missile 
was fired at Tehran at 4:07 pm 
(1307 GMT), about half an hour 
after the raid on Esfahan. 

Esfahan, which has a substan- 
tial industrial base as well as 
many historical buildings and 
mosques, suffered severe damage 
in bombing raids in a previous 
round of attacks on population 
centres early last year. 

The Iraqi spokesman said Iran 
fired another missile at the north- 
ern Iraqi city of Mosul this after- 
noon, killing or wounding an 
unspecified number of civilians 
and damaging property. 

The spokesman said an Iran- 
ian missile hit Baghdad today, 
causing civilian deaths and 
injuries and damaging property. 

Iran, which has reported 
□early 300 dead and about 1.000 
wounded in the attacks, refuses 
to accept the UN ceasefire until 
Baghdad is identified as the 
aggressor. 


In the missile exchanges which 
began on Monday last week, Iraq 
has fired 43 rockets at Iranian 
cities — most of them at Tehran 
— while Iran has aimed about 25 
at Baghdad. 

Scandinavian diplomats based 
in Tehran have started leaving 
with their familcs because of the 
threat to their lives from Iraqi 
missile attacks, officials in the 
Nordic capitals said today. 

The Norwegian, Danish, 
Swedish and Finnish embassies 
in the Iranian capital would 
remain open with reduced staffs, 
the officials said. 

They added that no evacua- 
tions of Scandinavians were 
planned from Baghdad. 

In New Delhi, the government 
said that preparations are under- 
way to evacuate the families of 
Indian diplomats based in 
Tehran because of the threat to 
their lives from Iraqi missile 
attacks. 

Oil slick 

BAHRAIN, (Reuter): A mys- 
terious Gulf oil slick is threaten- 
ing the coastlines of Bahrain and 
Saudi Arabia, environmental 
experts said yesterday. 


Saudis warn Iran against disturbances 


ABU DHABI, March 8, (UPI): 
Saudi Arabia warning Iran 
against a repeat of last year's 
bloody riots in Makkah, said it 
would block any attempt by the 
Islamic fundamentalist regime to 
disrupt the “sacredness and 
purity” of the haj in July. 

A Saudi statement issued yes- 
terday said the government was 
disturbed by Iran's announ- 
cement it would send more than 
150,000 pilgrims for the haj, 
season “even without the 
advance permission from Saudi 
authorities." 

More than 400 people were 


killed in bloody clashes during 
haj last year. 

The Saudi statement, issued 
after a cabinet meeting chaired 
by King Fahd, said last year's 
Iranian pilgrims were chanting 
“atheistic slogans” inap- 
propriate to the religious 
occasion. Saudi Arabia views 
politics as a taboo topic at the 
haj, while Iran sees it as a time to 
discuss politics. 

The Saudi statement also said 
tiie last year's Iranian pilgrims 
included "masses of Revolution- 
ary Guards and agents," refer- 
ring to the fanatical followers of 
Iranian leader Ayatollah 


Khomeini. 

“We tell them unequivocally 
that ... Saudi Arabia has taken 
measures' that will prevent any 
individual or group from any 
action that does not conform 
with the sacredness and purity of 
the haj,” the state-run Saudi 
Press agency quoted Informa- 
tion Minister All Al Shaer as 
saying. 

The agency, monitored in Abu 
Dhabi, said Saudi Arabia has 
received “thousands” of mes- 
sages of support from Muslim 
leaders and scholars to “prevent 
a repetition of such rioting with 
all available means.” 


Two Palestinians 


die in fresh 
surge of violence 


RAMALLAH, West Bank, 
March 8, (Reuter): Two Palestin- 
ians died in a fresh surge of 
violence that swept the occupied 
West Bank and Gaza Strip 
today, one day after the hijacking 
of an Israeli bus in which three 
civilians and three Arab com- 
mandos died. 

As rioters and troops fought a 
pitched battle around the hosp- 
ital in this West Bank city, the 
body of a 28-year-old man shot 
in the heart was brought in from 
the nearby village ofMazra’a Al 
Sharqiyeh, doctors said. 

Earlier, a Palestinian working 
for the Israeli police was found 
beaten to death, his hands and 
bound, in the Aqbat Jaber 
tugee camp outside Jericho, 
police said. It was the second 
killing of an accused 
collaborator in two weeks. 

Curfew 

The Army imposed a curfew 
on the camp after the killing of 
Nabil Jumma Farah, 30, a 
policeman who worked in Beth- 
lehem. 

Statements by the Unified 
National Leadership of the Upr- 
ising have warned Palestinians 
working for the Israeli police and 
security services to quit their jobs 
or face popular retribution. 

The deaths brought to at least 
88 the unofficial Palestinian 
death toll since an uprising erup- 
ted in the occupied territories last 
Dec 9. 

In Ramallah, hundreds of 
mainly teen aged demonstrators, 
their faces covered with check- 
ered headscarves and surgical 
masks, stoned troops from the 
roof and grounds of the hospital. 

Soldiers fired tear gas and rub- 
ber bullets into the hospffal 
grounds. 


A Reuter correspondent was 
injured in the leg by a tear gas 
canister while watching soldiers 
charge protesters outside the 
Ramallah Hospital. 

The clashes erupted after the 
Array broke up a peaceful march 
by some 300 women carrying 
Palestinian flags through the city 
centre to mark International 
Women's Day, witnesses said. 

In Mazra’a Al Sharqiyeh, 
villagers said Israelis from the 
nearby Jewish settlement of 
Shilo shot dead Khader Abdel 
Hamid Sharari, a local butcher, 
when they opened fire while 
clearing a stone barricade from 
the road. 

An Army spokesman said 
another Israeli shot and woun- 
ded a Palestinian at the Balata 
refugee camp outside Nablus 
when his car became caught in a 
violent demonstration. 

The spokesman reported 
other violent pro tests in thedlies 
of Nablus, Jenin, Tulkarem and 
Kalkilya in the West Bank. 

The new violence appeared to 
be triggered by yesterday’s 
hijacking by Palestinian com- 
mandos of a civilian bus taking 
workers from Beersheba to 
Israel's secret nuclear reactor 
near the Negev desert town of 
Dimona. 

In Ramallah, gangs of high- 
school girls taunted Israeli sol- 
diers from behind barricades, 
chanting: “Remember Beer- 
sheba-EKmona, three dead.” 

The hijack . traumatised 
Israelis and caused a backlash in 
the Israel press. 

Four Israeli officers whose car 
was commandeered by the com- 
mandos at gunpoint before they 
hijacked the bus were court mar- 
tialled and jailed for 35 days for 
failing to carry weapons. 


Assad rejects 
US peace plan 


DAMASCUS. March 8.’ 
(Reuter): President Hafez AI 
Assad, in a speech today marking 
25 years of Baalh Party rule in 
Syna, dismissed the latest US 
peace proposals for the Middle 
East and indicated a long strug- 
gle with Israel lay ahead. 

Referring to the US plan put to 
Arab and Israeli leaders by 
Secretary of State George Shultz. 
Assad told an anniversary rally: 
“I can say in brief (that) they are 
the same proposals, same spirit, 
same essence though the words 
were different ... (there is) noth- 
ing new in the matter.” 

Mixed 

The plan envisaging an inter- 
national conference and limited 
self-rule for Palestinians received • 
a mixed reaction during a nine- 
day tour of the region by Shultz 
which ended last week. 

Assad, who has ruled Syria 
with a firm hand since 1970, 
indicated that a long, uncompris- 
ing struggle against Israel lay 
ahead. 

"Do not be deceived... Israel 
does not want peace for Arabs. It 
wants the capitulation of 
Arabs," he said. 

“I say to my Arab brothers ... if 
we are unable to achieve victory 
today ... why this rush to impose 
defeat on ourselves?" 

Thousands of high school 
students in para-military 
uniforms raised clenched fists 
and chanted: “You are in our 
hearts. Our blood and soul we 
sacrifice for you,” as the 
president arrived at the indoor

stadium for this 2-1/2-hour 
speech. 

Meanwhile, in occupied 
Jerusalem a spokesman said, 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir will present his own Mid- 
dle East peace plan in Washing- 
ton next- week as a counter- 
proposal to the US peace 
initiative. 

"The prime minister is prepar- 
ing his own proposal, a peace 
plan he will submit to President 
Reagan and Shultz when he 
meets them in Washington bet- 
ween March 14 and 1 7,” spokes- 
man Avi Pazner said. 

Shamir is currently drafting 
his plan but details will not be 
divulged before his departure, 
Pazner said. 


12 killed in 
plane crash 

NEW DELHI, March S, 
(Reuter): An Indian military 
transport plane caught fire in 
mid-air today and crashed into a 
village in Orissa state killing all 
nine passengers and three 
villagers, All-India Radio said. 

The Soviet-built AN- 12 burst 
into flames shortly after taking 
off from the eastern city of Cut- 
lack, it said. 

Burning wreckage slammed 
into a jjrowded village killing- 
three people and injuring 15. 

The passengers were five Air 
Force personnel and four family 
members. 


Oxfam workers freed in Lebanon 


SIDON. Lebanon, March 
(Reuter): A radical Palestinian 
group freed two Oxfam charity 
workers, Briton Peter Coleridge 
and Syrir.n Omar Trabulsi, in 
Sidon today and said they had 
been held for security reasons. 

The two officials of the British- 
based charity were released at the 
house of Sunni Muslim leader 
Mustapha Saad. whose Popular 
Liberation Army (PLA) militia 
controls Lhe southern Lebanese 
port. 

Walid Khaled, an official of

Aquino, a retired second 
lieutenant in a military inves- 
tigating unit and no relation to 
the slam politician, said senior 
officers made it clear the inquiry 
should say that alleged commun- 
ist gunman Rolando Gahnan 
was the assassin. 

Chief prosecutor Raul Gon- 
zales said the order was “part of a 
total cover-up” to hide the 
military’s role in the killing of 
then President Ferdinand Mar- 
cos* chief rival. 

Galman was killed by soldiers 
immediately after Aquino was 
shot on his return from exile in 
the United States. 

“Our instruction is to make it 
appear that the assassin is sup- 


that the murder was a military 
conspiracy sparked national 
unrest that led to Marcos’ over- 
throw in 1986 and the rise of 
Aquino's widow, Corazon, to the 
presidency.

Roh rams through

President Roh Tae-Woo’s party 
rammed an electoral bill through 
South Korea's National Assem- 
bly today, with guards shielding 
the Speaker from angry opposi- 
tion members. 

A parliamentary spokesman 
said passage of the bill, laying 
down rules for election of a new 
299-member assembly by the end 
of April, took just one minute. 

Opposition members rushed 
the podium in an attempt to 
block opening of the session but 
plainclothes guards and govern- 
ment members formed a human 
barrier while the speaker quickly 
announced the passage of the 
bill. 

“Is this the start of Roh Tae- 
Woo politics?” shouted one 
opposition MP wrestling with a 
guard in the main chamber. The 
president, inaugurated on Feb 
25, pledged to end the auth- 
oritarian policies ofhis predeces- 
sor Chun Doo H wan. 

Roh's Democratic Justice 
Party took its blitz action early 
this morning after spending 
several hours overnight strug- 
gling with opposition groups 
seeking amendments to the bill.

Authorised 

Vega, who visited the con- 
sulate early today, was asked by a 
reporter why the security men 
had forced their way into the 
consulate. 

“They didn’t force their way,” 


Vega said. “They were author- 
ised by me to take over our 
premises. They had my authority 
— because this place was full of 
intruders who cud not belong to 
the Panamanian embassy.” 

During the takeover, the unar- 
med security men blocked the 
entrance to the consulate with a 
Land Rover, broke part of a glass 
door and forced out the con- 
sulate staff, who voiced support 
for ousted Panamanian 
President Eric Arturo Delvalle 
over Noreiga. 

Takeover 

No violence or injuries were 
reported. 

The seven unarmed men — all 
private security men with British 
nationalities — were arrested by 
police who did not enter the bud- 
ding because legally it is Pan- 
amanian territory, police sources 
said.

PARIS, March 8, (DPA): Iran’s 
leader - Ayatollah Khomeini is 
reported to have lifted the nine- 
year-old ban imposed on the 
appearance of unveiled women 
in Iranian films. 


The decision is said to be con- 
tained in a “fatwa," or religious 
edict cancelling all previous 
ordinances. 


According to exiled Iranian 
film makers and writers in Paris, 
the “fatwa" was signed and 
sealed in January and made 
public in Tehran at the end of a 
week-long film festival marking 
the ninth anniversary of the 
Islamic revolution. 


The edict is reported to state 
that women could appear with- 
out veils if their film roles 


out veils if their film roles 
required that. They should, 
nevertheless, be “properly dres- 
sed” and not “behave in such a 
way that might incite the faithful 
to feelings of lust." 

Impeded 


UN mediator Diego Cordovez 
said today negotiations on the 
Afghan conflict are well advan- 
ced, but he cautioned against 
expecting an immediate breakth- 
rough.

Seoul aims at brushing 
up image for Olympics 



SEOUL, March 8, (Reuter): 
South Korea plans a crackdown 
on barber shops offering “lewd 
services” in the run-up to the 
Seoul Summer Olympics, health 
officials said today. 

As part of a campaign to dilute 
Seoul’s image as a “sex capital,” 
men’s hairdressing salons near 
the Olympic complex and in 
tourist areas will be obliged to 
remove partitions, curtains and 
soft lighting. 

Indecent 

The officials said incentives to 
barbers towing the line would 
include “model barbershop” 
designations and a reduction in 
water rates. 

Salon owners whose staff con- 


tinued to provide intimate mas- 
sage and other lewd services 
would face severe punishment, 
possibly including loss of their 
trading licence. 

A recent survey of 258 men’s 
hair salons in Seoul and five 
other cities, quoted by the Korea 
Herald, showed that 35 per cent 
offered indecent services or had 
partitioned rooms. 

Last year, as South Korean 
patients first began showing 
signs of explosure to the AIDS 
virus, local health authorities 
began regular sanitary checks on 
12.000 prostitutes catering to 
foreigners and another 130,000 
bargirls, hostesses and mas- 
seuses. 


Polls and political experts were 
united in predicting that Bush 
would emerge as the day’s big 
winner.

Row erupts over claim that 
insect bites can cause AIDS 


LONDON, March 8, (Reuter): 
A foremost expert on AIDS con- 
demned as irresponsible today 
claims that the disease could be 
passed on by toilet seats and 
insect bites. 

Dr Jonathan Mann, of - the 
World Health Organisation 
(WHO), also rejected a claim by 
US sex experts William Masters 
and Virginia Johnson in a book 
published this week that the 
WHO had seriously underes- 
timated AIDS cases, particularly 
among heterosexuals. • 
Suggests 

Speaking at an international 
conference on the global effects 
of AIDS, Mann called for an 
international network to be set 
up to monitor human rights 
abuses of AIDS victims. 

The WHO estimates that up to 


one million people will die from 
AIDS over the next decade. 

Masters and Johnson’s book 
suggests the disease, known to be 
transmitted through blood, 
infected needles and from a 
mother to a child, may also be 
passed on through insect bites, 
toilet seats and food. 

It quotes hypothetical exam- 
ples of an AIDS-infected waiter 
with a bleeding gum serving a 
meal on which blood has been 
accidently dropped. It says it 
might be possible for AIDS virus 
to remain alive in dried blood on 
toilet seats and be passed on. 
Mann said he had not read the 
Masters and Johnson book. 

“But if they're talking about 
putting their prestige behind the 
idea that you can catch AIDS 
from toilet seats and insects, then 


that is irresponsible. 

“Where I would take strong 
objections is where they have 
implied without data, without 
information, that the virus 
spreads in ways other than we 
know it spreads," Mann said. 

Mann said one of the biggest 
problems emerging from the 
spread of AIDS was discrimina- 
tion against victims. 

He said an independent net- 
work was needed- to monitor 
human rights abuses. 

“I'm not looking to create a 
centralised structure. I’m look- 
ing for a capacity to document 
them and bring out violations of 
human rights.” Mann said. 

He added he was holding talks 
with the United Nations on the 
possible creation of such a repor- 
ting system.

He concludes thaL this limita- 
tion and Iran's inability to export 
its oil “is bound to have an 
impact on Iran and will force it lo 
come to the negotiating table.” 

Rumaihi adds, “Iran's 
decision to expand the conflict to 
the other Gulf states has now 
clearly boomeranged. It has 
brought increased military pres- 
sure on Tehran and has isolated it 
further internationally, its econ- 
omy has continued to 
deteriorate.” 

Deadly blow 

In the medium-term, Rumaihi 
predicts, one should not expect 
any basic change in Iran's posi- 
tion. “Iran continues lo reject al! 
mediation efforts and to defy the 
international community by 
refusing to abide by any UN 
resolutions. 

“It continues to prevaricate, 
hoping perhaps that time will be 


on its side. The facts, however, 
suggest ihe opposite is true.” 

According to Rumaihi, all 
indications are that "Iran will 
pursue a military solution to the 
conflict rather than a negotiated 
settlement, even if Khomeini 
dies." 

He said that Iran will only stop 
if Iraq succeeds in dealing (ran a 
deadly military blow that will 
cripple Tehran and force it come 
to the negotiating table. 

Or. in the absence of thaL a 
tight economic blockade by the 
resL of Lhe world forces (ran to 
succumb, the Kuwaiti editor 
predicted. 

A major part of Rumaihi's in- 
depih study analyses the two 
major threats lo the Gulf region 
and to the rest of the Arab world: 
by Israel and by Iran. 

Policemen 

At one point, the writer com- 
ments, “It has now been well- 
documented that Israeli support 
to Iran enabled the Shah and 
later the ayalollahs of Iran to act 
as policemen of the Gulf and to 
expand their border with Iraq to 
Arab territories in the Gulf 
region.” 

At another point. Rumaihi 
says, “it is ironic that the Arab 
countries were among the first in 
the world to voice their support 
for the new regime in Tehran that 
toppled the Shah.” 

The Rumaihi study also 
examines in details the weaknes- 
ses and cracks appearing from 
within the regime in Tehran.

Cancer risks can be 
reduced by quality of food 


DR HUSSEIN Al Jazzaf, the 
Head of the Cancer Prevention 
and Information Unit of 
Kuwait's ' Health Ministry said 
the cause of that one-third of 
cancer cases was attributed to the 
quality and quantity of food con- , 
sumed. He explained that nutri- 
tion and .diet were factors that 
contribute to the incidence of 
cancer. 

Cancer risks can be reduced, 
he said, by selecting a variety of 
proper foods daily. Meals should 
include vegetables, meats, dairy 
products and fruits. 

Another important factor, Al 
Jazzaf said, is the proper body 
weight, adding that studies show 
that obesity causes heart disease, 
high blood pressure diabetes and 


some kinds of cancer. He said 
that foodstuffs that contain low 
quantities of fat and cholesterol 
may reduce chances of breast ■’ 
colon and and penile cancer, as 
well as reducing the risk of heart 
disease. 

He added that foodstuffs con- 
taining starch are important and 
encouraged people to increase 
the amount of starch in their 
foods. Al Jazzaf also recommen- 
ded that vegetables, fruits and 
grains be eaten in suitable quan- 
tities. 

Al Jazzaf said foods with large 
quantities of sugar, liquor and 
sodium should be avoided to 
reduce the risk ofcancerand high 
blood pressure.

During his discussion with the 
Indian leaders including Mini- 
ster of State for ExLemal Affairs 
Natwar Singh, Lhe Kuwait dig- 
naiory apprised him of latest 
political situation in the Gulf. 

Message 

He told Kuna that Kuwait and 
India want that Iran and Iraq 
should settle Lheir dispute accor- 
ding to the United Nations 
resolution No 598 which is being 
supported by entire world com- 
munity. 

He also delivered a message 
from Deputy Prime Minister and 
Foreign Minister Sheikh Sabah 
Al Ahmed to Natwar Singh, 
which reflects “Kuwaiti stance 
on various regional issues". 

Shaheen had- two rounds of 
talks with the Secretary in the 
Iad^n. External . Affairs 
iryVAshok Gokhale. 

Shaheen expressed optimism 
about reaching an early solution 
to the Afghan problem. He 
hoped that “our brothers in 
Afghanistan" will cooperate 
with authorities in national 
reconstruction process. 

He said Kuwait wants non- 
aligned Afghanistan, which will 
keep the landlocked nations free 
from foreign intervention. 

Shaheen was on a four nation 
tour, which took him to Thailand 


and Malaysia, where he held 
talks with the officials on 
bilateral matters and other 
issues. 

He appreciated Indian policy 
towards Arabs. He said India 
had always supported the Arab 
cause and extended unfliching 
support to the Palestinian people 
in their struggle to set up their 
own state.

He 
said Palestinians have become 
victims of ruthless rule of Israel. 

Peace conference 

India had conveyed to Sha- 
heen that it supports convening 
of an international conferenceon 
the Middle East to find perman- 
ent solution to the Palestine 
problem.

invited to the conference along 
with five permanent represen- 
tatives of the United Nations. 

He availed opportunity to dis- 
cuss with the Indian leaders 
measures for expansion of econ- 
omic and trade ties. Kuwait 
would soon send a delegation of 
government representatives and 
members of Chamber of Com- 
merce to pursue objective of 
expanding commercial lies. 

Shaheen thanked the Indian 
government for extending him 
all possible hospitality during his 
stay in the Indian capital. 

Kuwait Ambassador today 
hosted a lunch for the visiting 
dignitary, which was attended 
by diplomats from various Arab 
nations.

and that students lost important 
rime getting from one faculty to 
another.

He and other students expres- 
sed the need for a parking 
fadlity, saying students were 
often forced to park at illegal 
areas and were then ticketed for 
illegal parking.

Nawal Al Khaldi, a student in 
the Faculty of Commerce said 
that many problems faced by 
students were blamed on com- 
puter errors when it was obvious 


that incorrect information had 
been given. 

j. Al Khaldi criticised the prac- 
tice of- using "waste’' -or family 
influence during registration or 
enrolment rat the university. She 
also complained a*bbul the' 
abrupt changes in student 
schedules, which necessitated 
numerous changes in courses. 

A Science College student 
Ibrahim Ahmad said English 
language posed the biggest 
problem for students in the 
science faculty. Some students 
were forced to change their 
majors to other areas which were 
taught in Arabic. 

He said the faculty also lacked 
sports facilities and prayer areas.

Support 

■ Sharekh told Kuna that the 
talks tackled the “excellent 
bilateral relations" between Aus- 
tria and Kuwait in addition to the 
Iraq- Iran war. 

Discussions displayed both 
parties shared identical views 
toward “utmost importance of 
intensifying efforts at all elvels to 
end this war," he added. 

- Sharekh noted that the

Former USS Stark crewman 
struggles to overcome fears 


ABOARD THE USS Simpson 
in the Gulf, March 8. ( Reuter): 
Every night, seaman James 
Brown performs the same ritual: 
he retraces step by step the escape 
route he would take from his 
sleeping quarters if Lhe USS Sim- 
pson ever came under attack. 

The 20-year-old sailor has 
good reason for caution. Last 
May 17 Brown was on his first 
night of sea duty aboard the USS 
Stark when an Iraqi missile strike 
turned the American warship 
into a floating inferno. 

Nightmares 

Most of the Stark’s survivors 
were shipped home to recover 
from the ordeal — the deadliest 
attack on an American warship 
since the Vietnam war. But not 
Brown. 

Now stationed aboard the 
USS Simpson, Brown — a mem- 


ber of the ship’s Stringer missile 
contingent — believes he is one of 
the only handful of former Stark 
crewmen to return to duty in the 
strategic waterway. 

Nearly 10 months after the 
Stark attack, the tali, soft- 

spoken sail or still has nightmares 
about the fires and explosions 
that tore through the heart of the 
ship, killing 37 crewmen and 
wounding dozens more. 

“I have flashbacks,’’ said 
Brown. “I see all the confusion, 
the screaming...! smell the burn- 
ing oil.” 

Brown was watching a movie 
in his quarters — a trailer housed 
on the Stark’s helicopter hanger 
deck — when the missile attack 
erupted at 8:45 pm. 

At first, he thought the ship 
had blown an engine, but when 
the Iraqi jet hit the Stark with 


another Exocet only seconds 
later. Brown knew something ' 
had gone terribly wrong: 

He recalls the panicky, almost , 
whimpering voice that came oyer: 
the loudspeaker callin g the cre*T ■. 
to general quarters. . T ~ '• •' ; ’ 
Brown feared that the fireside; : 
ing through the ship woukfignit$ ; 
the highly volatile Stingers^ He 
and two other, men' 'climbed' , 
through smoke-filled pass&g-. • 
eways to the missile storage-area 
and pulled the weapons to safety. 
For the next 24 hours, Brown, 
who had joined the Stark only • 
three days earlier, mamiedfffe- , 
hoses and helped treatthe woun- 
ded.

WITH The Running Man, 
director Paul Michael Glazer 
(maybe you remember him 
from Staxsky and Hutch) has 
settled for a big budget (527 
million) high concept “spIaLter 
flick” which contains only a 
hint of the irony found in the 
original story, instead of creat- 
ing a breakthrough vehicle for 
the muscle-man. 

The story takes place in circa 
2020 when all of civilisation’s 
worst fears have become 
reality^ global depression, 
starvation, and ultimately 
totalitarianism. Schwarzeneg- 
ger plays a helicopter pilot who 
is one of the elite guards char- 
ged with keeping the rabble 
under control but falls from 
grace when he refuses to gun 
down Bakersfield, California 
food- rioters. Imprisoned, he 
shoots (and computes) his way 
out and tries to flee the country 
with Maria Conchita Alonso as 
his hostage 

However, he is captured at 
the airport and sentenced to 
-become a contestant on the 
world’s most popular game 
show, The Running Man, 
where criminals are released in 
the earthquake (yes, it finally 
came) decimated streets of Los 
Angeles to be hunted down 

«- - In- the process the film takes 
some devastating swipes at 
such media events as game 
shows and professional wres- 
tling, but instead of breaking 
new ground as Network did so 
successfully in 1976, Glazier 
plays it safe with ritualised 
action scenes. In doing so, he 
leaves us with a “diamond in 
. the rough” with little to distin- 
guish it from Schwarzenegger’s 
previous films apart from more 
expensive sets and futuristic

special effects.

To further complicate the 
issue, the father (Danson) has 
departed for a movie assign- 
ment in Turkey, leaving behind 
instructions for his room-mates 
to take delivery of a package, 
which turns out to be heroin. 
The room-mates soon find 
themselves caught between the 
pol ice and gangsters anxious to 
recover the illicit merchandise. 

Se Heck's character, a succes- 
sful architect, is all thumbs 
when it comes to changing a 
nappy. Danson tries to play 
father as if it were a film role 
and cartoonist Guttenberg 
draws the line when it comes to 
washing a baby's bottom. 
Selleck. Danson and Gutten- 
berg manage to successfully 
play both father and house- 
mother roles without losing 
their macho image. Sellect in 
particular seems to have found 
the 'Cary Grant* comedic aura 
Lhat has eluded him in earlier 
screen roles. Based on star 
power alone, this film should be 
a hit, but the fact that it is also 
an extremely funny comedy 
should make it one of the hot- 
test films of the year.

Wonderful absurdity

THE American Community 
Theatre (ACT) felt they were 
taking a bit of a risk by staging 
two examples of the Theatre of 
the Absurd; Ionesco's The Bald 
Soprano’ and Albee’s “The 
American Dream.’ However, 
judging by the audience's reac- 
tion to the first night’s perfor- 
mances they have come up with 
a real success. The Bald 
Soprano’ in particular was 
often funnier than any farce as 
the crazy dialogue crackled 
along at a tremendous pace pil- 
ing illogicality on absurdity 
upon inanity till Lhe audience 
was roaring with laughter. 

Mrs Smith, brilliantly played 
by Cathy Lloyd, blathered and 
whittled about the trivia of con- 
sumerism with a manic serious- 
ness that laid bare the empti- 
ness of so many suburban lives. 
Mary Anne Greenwell did a 
marvellous job as the neo-Nazi 
housemaid, Mary. 

When Mr and Mrs Martin 
arrive for dinner lhe play gets 
even weirder as the couple 
struggle to remember where 
they have seen each other 
before. Their selective amnesia 
means that they remember only 
the most irrelevant details of 
their lives while forgetting that 
they are actually man and wife. 
Their parody of the lack of 
communication between cou- 
ples finally reduces them to 
mere robots. The Marlins were 
weU played by Shaheen Kazi 


and Kavinder Singh and g6t 
plenty oflaughs. 

A major theme of the play is 
how wrongly applied logic can 
seem to explain things while 
actually demonstrating only 
the meaninglessness of exis- 
tence. That sounds like a high- 
brow idea, but Ionesco's 
hilarious non sequilurs make it 
a delight to watch. “The bald 
soprano, who always wears her 
hair in the same way,'.' is the 
classic line which not only gives 
the play it's title but also illus- 
trates the hilarious illogicality 
of the whole. At times, the 
characters irade non sequiturs 
like a group of cross talk 
comedians gone mad. 
Stereotypes 

At the end. the Fire Chief 
arrives, played by Paul 
Nachian, and soon the entire 
cast is caught up in a frenzy of 
inappropriate cliches, bizarre 
anti-proverbs and insane 
epigraphs as if the whole world 
had gone mad. On the first 
night this section got a little too 
confusing so that it was difficult 
to make out exactly what was 
being said, but that’s a minor 
quibble. As a whole the play 
was a great success and the 
audience evidently enjoyed 
every moment. 

Edward Al bee’s ‘The 
American Dream' is a some- 
what more ambitious play with 
pretensions to meaning that are 
not quite so subtle as Ionesco's 
work. Too often the dialogue 
topples over from the illogical

to the pointless and although 1 
felt that it was not as funny as 
‘The Bald Soprano’ it was better 
acted on the whole. 

Whereas Ionesco's charac- 
ters are almost automoions. 
completely unrelated to living 
people. Albee uses absurd 
stereotypes to illustrate the 
empty-hearted callousness of 
the sentimental. Debbie Turner 
and Scott Hose gave fine per- 
formances as Mommy and 
Daddy, a parody of the tyran- 
nical American female and her 
wimpish husband. Scot L in pa r- 
licular, earned some of the big- 
gest laughs of the evening with 
his superb liming. 

Grandma, played by Mary 
Anne Greenwell again, was 


ITUU >VA1UU^ vo Grandma, ,»hju - 
ing how the elderly often have a 
far shrewder idea of what’s 
going on than they are given 
credit for. Mary Anne switched 
neatly from tart, hillbilly self- 
awaraess, to the true pathos of 
old age and her convincing per- 
formance kept the whole thing 
together. Mohammed 
Abuelebain was very amusing 
as the vain and self-centred 
young man who personifies 
The American Dream. 

Altogether. ‘An Evening of 
Absurdity' ‘which was directed 
by George Plautz. was a refre- 
shing change to the normal 
theatre fare in Kuwait. The 
audience reaction was very 
positive and showed that they 
appreciated the plays greatly.

Israeli repressive policy 

Deportations fail to subdue Palestinians 


By Ruth Youngblood 

JAKARTA. (UPI): Indonesia 
hopes to step back into the inter- 
national limelight it has shunned 
for more than two decades with 
the re-election of President 
Suharto to his fifth five-year 
term. 

For 22 years Suharto concen- 
trated on rebuilding a shattered 
economy. Now he has signalled 
his intention to manoeuvre the 
world's fifth most populous 
country back into global 
prominence. 

‘It sounds like Indonesia is 
finally growing up," said a Wes- 
tern analyst after Suharto under- 
scored improved cooperation 
with the West, strengthened rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union and 
reopened direct trade with 
China. 

He listed these accomplish- 
ments to a special assembly ready 
to keep him in office until 1993. 
By then Suharto, with strong 
backing from the 280,000 strong 
military, will have been president 
for more. than a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

Once- reclusive Indonesia has 
made a recent bid to bead the'

Observers expect Suharto to 
replace parochial Vice President 
Umar Wirahadikusumah with 
Sudfaarmono, the powerful head 
of the state secretariat.

Observers said the appoint- 
ment would mean Sunarto 
devoting more time to inter- 
national affairs, long placed on a ;

Re-electing Suharto — he is 
the only candidate — is the most 
important job of the 1,000-mem- 
ber Peoples Consultative Assem- 
bly. The vote by acclamation is 
set for Thursday. The vice 
president will be chosen a day 
later — the 22nd anniversary of 
Suharto’s ouster of his predeces- 
sor and Indonesia only other 


president, the flamboyant Suk- 
arno. 

Suharto’s critics contend the 
country's reassertion is long 
overdue. 

“He is not like Sukarno, who 
prepared himself for world 
exposure," said Slainet Bratan- 
ata, a former government mini- 
ster. He said Suharto is “a simple 
man who is very much the 
product of an old way of life." 
Retreat 

Indonesia made' a sharp 
retreat from high-profile foreign 
relations after an unsuccessful 
communist-backed coup 
attempt against Sukarno in 1965. 
Sukarno was a spellbinding 
orator, one of the founders of the 
Non-Aligned Movement. 
Suharto was a relatively unkn- 
own Army General who 
inherited political chaos and an 
inflation rate of 600 per cent 

Suharto “has not attended a 
meeting of the Non-Aligned 
Movement since 1970," said 
Yuwono Sudarsono, professor 
of political science at the Univer- 
sity of Indonesia. 

‘‘From my reading of the 
president, he wants to project an 
image of a non-aligned country 
that rests on sound economic 
reforms. We would probably like 
to host the next non-aligned sum- 
mit, and if the economy is all 
right, j>ush for something more 
assertive." . 

Suharto won praise from the 
World Bank for moving quickly 
to adjust after the 1986 crash in 
oil prices by devaluing the 
currency and boosting non-oil 
exports while keeping a tight grip 
on spending. Despite a mounting 
$32.5 billion foreign debt, the 
self-proclaimed “father of 
development" has no plans for 
rescheduling.

Opposition gangs 
up against Rajiv

NEW DELHI, (Reuter): India's 
splintered opposition parties, 
fearing Prime Minister Rajiv 
Gandhi might call a snap elec- 
tion, have started unity moves 
and plan to test their popularity 
with a national strike on March 
15. 

Two small regional parties 
have already announced they wQ] 
merge into the larger Janata 
Parly which ruled for two years 
from 1977. 

Political sources said on Sun- 
day that talks with other opposi- 
tion groups were going on and a 
formal merger or an informal 
alliance could surface within a 
few days. 

Janata Party President Chan- 
dra Shekhar told reporters the 
opposition would try its best to 
defeat Rajiv ifhe called mid-term 
national election later this year. 

They are not due until Decem- 
ber next year but speculation is 
rife that he might call early polls 
to seek a fresh Q ve-year mandate. 

Concessions 

Much of the speculation foll- 
owed the budget on Feb 29 which 
gave big concessions to India's 
millions of villagers. 

More than 70 per cent of the 
country’s 800 million people live 
in villages and the new budget 
raised spending on agriculture 
and water resources by 40 per 
cent to Rs.9 billion ($690 million) 
after last year's drought, the 
worst in a century. 

India’s two communist parties 
have joined other political 
groups in calling a national gen- 
eral strike on March 1 5 as part of 
a campaign to challenge theauth- 
ority of Rajiv, whose reputation 
as “Mr Clean” has already been 
tarnished by reports of payoffsin 
arms purchases. 

The main aim of the strike is to 
test the national response to the 
summons. 

"With the continuous 
deterioration in the economic, 
political and social life of the 
country, the time has come to 
give a more organised shape to 
the demands of the people and ' 
their protests.” an opposition 


statement on Saturday said. 

The Lok Dal (Peoples’ Party) 
led by Ajit Singh, a peasant 
leader and son of former Prime 
Minister Charan Singh, has 
already agreed to dissolve his 
group and merge with the larger 
Janata Party. 

Rashtriya Sanjay Manch, a 
group led by Rajiv’s estranged 
sister-in-law Maneka Gandhi, 
has also agreed to dissolve the 
regional party, which has pock- 
ets of influence in northern India, 
and join Janata. 

Political sources said unity 
talks were being held with a Lok 
Dal faction led by former min- 
siter Hemati N and an Bahuguna. 

Bahuguna's party last year 
dealt a stunning blow to Rajiv 
when it defeated the ruling Con- 
gress (1) Party in Haryana state, 
its traditional powerbase in 
Hindi-speaking north India. 

Some of the former Congress 
Party members led by Vishwan- 
ath Pratap Singh have formed a 
group called Jan Morcha (Peo- 
ples’ Front ) and are a Iso expected 
to join Janata. 

Singh, who resigned as defence 
minister a year ago, is in the 
forefront of a campaign against 
corruption in high places. 

The communist parties will 
not meree with Janata but its 
leaders favour a loose alliance 
and electoral seat adjustment. 

In Punjab, where militant 
extremists want to set up a 
separate Sikh state, efforts are on 
to patch up differences between 
various factions of the Sikh A kali 
Dal which ruled Punjab until dis- 
missed from office in May last 
year. • 

' Since May, the state has been 
run from. Delhi and unless 
parliament votes to extend direct 
president’s rule, it -would 
automatically come to an end on 
May 10 and elections will become 
due. 

Although Rajiv enjoys an 
overwhelming majority in the 
543-seat lower house of 
parliament, some of his close 
advisers favour early elections. 
They argue that the fight would 
be much tougher in December 
1989 if the economic situation 
does not improve substantially.

RAMALLAH, Israeli-occupied 
West Bank: “Do the Israelis 
really think they can have peace 
by getting rid of certain people?" 

For Hiba Rajoub, a Palestin- 
ian, the question has a very per- 
sonal dimension. On Jan 13. 
Israel deported — permanently 
exiled — her husband, Jibril, 
along with three other Palestin- 
ians it accused of inciting riots in 
the occupied territories. 

Mrs Rajoub spoke a day after 
learning that a mine blast in 
Limassol, Cyprus had damaged 
the Sol Phryne, a ship bought by 
the Palestine Liberation Organ- 
isation (PLO). The ship was to 
serve as the “Ship of Return” for 
bringing more than 1 00 deported 
Palestinians to Israel's port of 
Haifa in protest of Israel s use of 
deportations. 

Her husband was to be on the 
ship. 

Now, the PLO has announced, 
the voyage is indefinitely post- 
poned. But for Mrs Rajoub, the 
boat stands for her husband's 
. struggle to return home. 

“The boat is a symbol. Those 
who were kicked out illegally 
must be allowed to come back the 
way they want to,” she said.

They should instead be 
educating more people to the 
danger of AIDS and screening all 
blood donations, something 
only a handful of countries in the 
region are doing. 

In the Philippines, the govern- 
ment has announced that start- 
ing in April three groups of 
foreigners will have to show 
“AIDS-free certificates" to get 
into the country. 

The groups are foreign sailors, 
US servicemen and women pos- 
ted to American bases and 
anyone. seeking a visa to the- 
Philippines for more than six

are subject to an AIDS test, alth- 
ough it has not yet implemented 
the rule. 

Certificate 

In China, foreigners applying 
for residence permits must 
present a local health certificate, 
including an AIDS test. 

International health officials 
have discouraged mandatory 
testing to block entry of infected 
people. 


The 25-year-old secretary had 
been married for six-weeks when, 
at midnight on Dec 28, Israeli 
security personnel came to their 
apartment and arrested her hus- 
band.

“Where is the evidence?” asks 


Mrs Rajoub of the charges that 
her husband recently instigated 
unrest as an operative of Fatah, 
the mainstream commando 
group in the PLO. 

'‘I f what they claim is true, why 
didn’t they charge him and bring 
him to court? They said he was 
behind the uprising, but it has 
continued despitehisexpuIsiotL" 

Rajoub's deportation was 
ordered Jan 3, at Jneid prison 
near Nablus. His wife fust heard 
of it from the International Com- 
mittee of the Red Cross. 

“I was shocked." she said, 
“We had been planning our life 
together settling down, furnish- 
ing the house, and having chil- 
dren." 

The four Palestinian detainees 
derided not to appeal the expul- 
sion order to the Supreme Court, 
saying they had no faith in the 
Israeli justice system. The auth- 
orities moved quickly. On Jan 1 3, 
without prior notification of 
Rajoub's lawyer, the four men 
were flown by helicopter to 
Lebanon and released on a coun- 
try road. 

“I heard about it on the 530 
pm Arabic news bulletin on Israel 
Radio.” Mrs Rajoub recalled. 

“We called the lawyer and the 
Red Cross, who said it was irue. 


and that they were deeply hurt 
that they had not been notified. 
In the evening we saw him land- 
ing in Lebanon on the midnight 
Israeli television newscast I 
didn’tsleeptherestofthenight." - 

The expulsions were condem- 
ned by the United Nations and 
the United States, and rekindled 
the debate on the legality and 
necessity of the tough measure. 
The US State Department has 
continually said thatthedepo na- 
tions violate human rights. And 
last month for the first time in six 
years, the US voted for a UN 
Security Council resolution 
critical of Israel: The resolution . 
called for Israel not to deport 
Palestinian civilians. 

According to official figures, 
22 Palestinians have been depor- 
ted from die territories since 
August 1985, when the govern- 
ment reinstituted the policy after 
a series of attacks on Israelis by 
West Bank Arabs. Israel has 
deported more than a thousand 
Arabs since 1967. when it 
occupied the West Bank and . 
Gaza. 

Critics say expulsion is an 
unusually severe punishment, 
inherited from Draconian Emer- 
gency Defence Regulations dat- 
ing back to the British mandate. 


The punishment is meted out on 
testimony contained in files 
which are kept secret from the 
deportee and his lawyers, who 
are thus powerless to refute the 
evidence. 

The policy is also seen as 
violating the Fourth Geneva 
Convention of 1949 on protec- 
tion of civilians in wartime. Arti- 
cle 49 of the Convention says that 
“Individual or mass forcible 
transfers, as well as deportations 
of protected persons from 
occupied territory ... are pro- 
hibited regardless of the motive.” 
Deportation 

Israeli defence officials res- 
pond that deportation is used 
only as a measure of last resort 
against key activists who have. 
peisisted in subversive or violent 
activity, despite repeated impr- 
isonment ana other punishment. 
They say all legal aspects of a 
deportation case are researched 
in advance, so that the evidence 
against a deportee will 'stand up 
to an appeal. 

Deporting a person to ensure 
public security, these officials 
say, is both in accordance with 
the Defence Regulations and in 
conformity with the 1907 Hague 
Regulations and Geneva Con- 
ventions, which require the 


Sealing off borders to AIDS 


“The idea is that somehow you 
can dose your borders to a dis- 
ease and it will make people feel 
safe.

Drug war causes anti-US 
resentment in Latin America

MEXICO CITY. (Reuter): The 
war against drugs in Latin 
America is spurring resentment 
against the United States, the 
world's biggest market for illicit 
drugs. 

Presidents Migue 1 de la 
Madrid of Mexico, Virgilio 
Barco of Colombia and Alan 
Garcia of Peru have all recently 
disagreed publicly with the 
Reagan administration on how 
best to fight the war. 

And anger over US promoted 
efforts to wipe out drug crops 
flared into street demonstrations 
in Bolivia and Peru. 

The main point of contention 
is the Latin view that the United 
States is not doing enough to 
curb demand for ilucil drugs at 
home, thus placing an unfair 
share of the burden of econ- 
omically weak countries with 
severely limited resources. 

In Latin eyes, Washington’s 
drug strategy tends to ignore a 
fundamental economic princi- 
ple: where there is demand, there 
is supply. Over the years, this rule 
has proved stronger than inter- 
nationally-agreed economic 
blockades orgovernmenl legisla- 
tion such as the 1920s US pro- 
hibition on alcohol. 

Demanding 

“The United Slates is demand- 
ing much more from the 
producer countries than it (the 
US) is doing at home as far as 
consumption is concerned," said 
Senator Daniel Cabezas, the 
head of Bolivia's Commission on 
Drug Trafficking. Such feelings 
are almost universally shared in 
Latin America. 

Rather than persuade its 
citizens to stop snorting cocaine 
or shooting heroin. Latin 
officials say, Washington is 
emphasising the supply side, 
pushing for the destruction of 
opium poppy and coca bushes in 
countries where tens of 
thousands of peasan is depend on 
their cultivation. 

But even in efforts to cripple 
supplies, the United States is seen 
as failing to provide adequate 


support in a war pitting low-paid 
Latin security forces against 
drug traffickers whose mind- 
boggling profits allow them to 
pay bribes few can resist. 

In 1987. Latin America's big 
drug producing countries 
received S4S.9 million in US aid 
for anti-drug programmes, less 
than half what Washington paid 
to Contra rebels fighting the 
Nicaraguan government. 

Judging from interviews with 
officials in the four major Latin 
drug countries, anger and resent- 
ment at Washington spans the 
political spectrum and has been 
spurred by US charges ofcorrup- 
tion and inefficiency in anti-drug 
campaigns. 

President Barco of Colombia 
reflected the opinion of many in a 
recent speech after gunmen in the 
pay of drug traffickers assassin- 
ated the attorney general, the 
latest in a long list of justice 
officials murdered by cocaine 
runners. 

Victims 

He said: “Various Latin 
American countries have been 
victims of a tremendous injustice 
as a result of the drug traffic." 

Leaving no doubt he was talk- 
ing chiefly about the United 
States, he added: ."While we are 
fighting a battle in which we have 
lost many good men ... consumer 
countries tolerate the circulation 
of drugs and thus allow for the 
strengthening of criminal groups 
which threaten the stability of 
elected governments.” 

While narcotics abuse is rising 
fasl in Western Europe, the 
United States remains by far the 
richest market for illicit drugs of 
all description. 

Three Latin nations — 
Colombia. Peru. Bolivia — 
account for almost all the world's 
cocaine. Mexico is the biggest 
single source of heroin used in the 
United States, according to the 
Washington-based Drug Enfor- 
cement Agency ( DEA ). 

Last year. Mexico received 
Si 4.5 million for its drug eradica- 
tion programme. Bolivia $15 
million. Colombia SI 1.1 million 
and Peru 5 83 million, according 
to the US embassies in those

countries. 

Compared with the overall 
size of the drug business and the 
money made by its criminal con- 
trollers. such sums seem paltry. 
United Nations estimates put the 
US market for illicit drugs at 
around $110 billion annually, 
more than the revenues of Ford 
or General Motors. 

Bribes paid by Latin drug 
lords rival Washington's aid to 
Latin governments. “These peo- 
ple have so much money they can 
buy anything, anyone,” lamen- 
ted a US official. 

In one of the most striking 
cases in recent years, a court in 
Miami in February charged that 
the head of Panama's armed for- 
ces and de facto ruler. General 
Manuel Antonio Noriega, 
received $4.6 million in payoffs 
to allow Colombian cocaine 
shipments through his country. 

Government officials in the 
Bahamas, including Prime Mini- 
ster Lynden Pindling. have been 
accused in court of having taken 
up to S5 million in drug bribes. 

The Noriega case reinforced 
suspicions in Latin America that 
the United States, on occasion, 
uses the drug issue to exert 
political pressure. 

“Panamanian government 
involvement in drug trafficking 
has been an open secret for 
years.” said a Latin diplomat. 
“How peculiar that the US never 
levelled charges against Noriega 
when the Reagan administration 
considered him a useful ally." 

Incompetence 

In Mexico, officials say that 
US charges of incompetence and 
corruption in the anti-drug 
programme have often coincided 
with US displeasure over Mex- 
ican foreign policy. 

Senior aides have suggested 
the Americans were using drug 
issues to pressure Mexico into 
softening its opposition to US 
support for the Nicaraguan con- 
tras. 

Even where US motives have 
been above suspicion, the way 
the Reagan administration has 
handled drug-related problems 
at times served to deepen resent- 
ment.

BONN, (Reuter): Few if any of 
the 4,000 suspected Nazi war 
criminals still under West Ger- 
man investigation will face jus- 
tice because the passage of time is 
erasing evidence and conscious- 
ness of that grim era. experts say. 

Tomorrow, an ex-SS sergeant 
charged in the concentration 
camp- slaying of German com- 
munist leader Ernst Thaelmann 
goes on trial for the second time 
in a case exemplifying the daunt- 
ing task of trying people half a 
century after the event. 

After 25 years of legal man- 
oeuvring. defendant Wolfgang 
Otto was tried in 1986, convicted 
of complicity in murder and 
given four years in prison. But 
the federal supreme court ruled 
the evidence was too thin and 
ordered a second trial. 

The problem is that no new 
evidence is expected to surface. 
Eveiyone else linked to the 1944 
Buchenwald camp shooting of 
Thaelmann. Adolf Hitler’s arch- 
rival in the 1920s and 1930s, is 
dead or missing. 

No credible witnesses are 
known to be living. The former 
Buchenwald registrar who once 
said Otto told him he had shot 
Thaelmann is now senile and 
cannot testify again. Testimony 
by now-deceased witnesses was 
laced with contradictions. 

Otto. 75. previously served 
seven years in prison for his part 
in executions of Buchenwald 
inmates. 

Proof 

"The Otto case appears to be 
nasty proof that crimes of this 
sort can no longer be avenged 
more than four decades after the 
end of Nazi tyranny. Acquittal is 
more probable than ever." com- 
mented the Frankfurter All- 
gemeine newspaper on March 2. 

Of the roughly 91.160 war- 
criminal cases investigated in 
West Germany. 6.481 have 
produced convictions with sen- 
tences averaging eight years in 
prison, says Alfred Streim, head 
of the Centre for the Prosecution 
of Nazi War Crimes. 


About 83,560 cases had to be 
dropped, primarily for lack of 
• firm evidence or due to death or 
ill health of the suspect or witnes- 
ses, Streim told Reuters in an 
interview. 

The Ludwigsburg-based cen- 
tre, responsible for researching 
cases and referring deserving 
ones to prosecutors, is still 
examining some 4,000 — the vast 
majority from a UN war crimes 
commission list obtained only 
last year. 

“We've already written off 
three-quarters of the 22,000 
names we got from the United 
Nations because of deaths or our 
statute of limitations that 
prevails on all war crimes but 
murder,” he said. 

“Certainly a great number of 
remaining suspects will die 
before possible prosecution. 
Then, the problem of finding wit- 
nesses. The passage of time is a 
grave problem,” he said. 

Recent war-crimes trials have 
generally rated only minor 
coverage in West Germany’s 
media. There is a generation gap 
between most adults over 50, 
who would sooner not be remin- 
ded about the Nazi era, and 
young people who demand uns- 
paring penalties for war crimes, 
many commen tators say. . 

Such ambivalence was evident 
early this month when the highly 
unusual release on bail of a con- 
victai killer of prisoners at the 
Nazis Auschwitz camp was har- 
dly noticed by most of the media. 

‘^Auschwnz oppressor can 
go, said a headlinein the Frank- 
furter Rundschau newspaper 
about the March 1 release of 
^ cise ’ fcnown as 
William Tell of Auschwitz” for 
his practice of shooting at tin 
cans on prisoners’ beads. One 
child inmate was killed this way 

The Duessddorf high cotut 
ruled that 66-year-old Weise 
wuld be freed on bail pending 
the ou tcome of an appeal.

MORE and more people are 
dying of heart disease every 
year. 

Meanwhile we are bombar- 
ded from all sides with enough 
conflicting advice to cause the 
stress some believe to be a con- 
tributory factor to coronary 
disease. 

In the past month, both 
aspirin and baked beans have 
been hailed as possible protec- 
tors. The bad news is that 
aspirin may also heighten the 
risk of brain haemorrhage and 
the beans would need to be con- 
sumed in ofTputting quantities 
to have any effect. 

However, the latest evidence 
from America could have some 
impact. The most interesting 
discovery is that coronary dis- 
ease is not an equal opportun- 
ities killer. In fact, it is one of the 
most gender-discriminating 
diseases around. Although it is 
the leading killer of both men 
and women over 65, below the 
age of 50 it causes five male 
deaths to every one female 
death. Over 50 the figure is two 
to one. 

It was thought for some time 
that the female hormone oes- 
trogen — although associated 
with blood clotting, which can 
lead to heart attacks — 
provided premenopausal 
women with an inbuilt immun- 
ity to heart trouble. Now it is 
accepted that this is a simplistic 
view. 

An English woman doctor 
who is one of the mainstays of 
the United States National 
Heart, Lung and Blood Ins- 
titute, MUlicent Higgins, has 
discovered new and disturbing 
sex-linked characteristics of 
heart disease. She is part of the 
team working on the renowned 
Framingham Heart Disease 
Epidemiology Study, which is 
celebrating a hale and hearty 
40th birthday this year. 

Framingham is a town in 
Massachusetts which volun- 
teered 5,000 of its inhabitants 
for a lifetime’s observation as 
part of an inquiry into the 
causes of heart disease. Until 
recently, most heart studies 
were carried out almost 
exclusively on men, and the 
results were assumed to apply 
also to women. But at Fr amin - 
gham both men and women are 
wing observed and, Higgins 
believes, vital differences have 
been revealed.

Lack of 
understanding of the differen- 
ces can lead to women being 
accused of hypochondria or 
malingering. 

Women often experience 
pains or a sensation of pressure 
in the chest on and off for a 
considerable time before hav- 
inga heart attack, whereas with 
men pain is usually a sign that 
an attack is starting. 


If they do have a heart attack, 
women are twice as likely as 
men to die within 60 days. 
Women are at risk of heart dis- 
ease if they have a high level of 
triglycerides (fats which con- 
tribute to the carrying of 
cholesterol to blood vessels and 
are associated with clogging of 
the arteries) in their blood even 
if they do not have dangerously 
high cholesterol levels. In men, 
triglycerides without a corre- 
spondingly high cholesterol 
count are not significant.

Women also 
usually develop coronary heart 
disease later in life than men, 
but heart disease becomes the 
number one killer of women in 
their mid-sixties. 

Mothers tend to have wider 
coronary arteries, which could 
help to explain their greater 
protection from early heart 
attacks. 

Diabetes, with its negative 


effects on the circulatory sys- 
tem, makes women more sus- 
ceptible to heart disease in their 
early years, too, and puts them 
on a par with men. 

Higgins, an epidemiologist 
from Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
who went to America in 1 959 to 
work on the Framingham study 
and stayed, explains: “Initially 
there was major concern about 
heart * attacks being more 
prevalent in middle-aged men, 
so the statistics focused on men. 
Our study is one of the few to ' 
. have included women at all —

has taken much longer to build 
up any evidence.” 

They were men and women, 
aged between 30 and 62 when 
the project started, and alth- 
ough many of the original sam- 
pling are now dead and the 
youngest are over 70, their offs- 
pring and spouses have been 
recruited to carry on the work. 
“The study does not involve 
treatment or recommending 


changes in lifestyle,'* Higgins 
says. “It is observational only. 
But at last, and for the first time, 
we have enough women in the 
heart disease age range to make 
some meaningful observa- 
tions.” 

Studies in monkeys have 
indicated that while hearts and 
blood vessels ofboth sexes have 
suitable receptors for the 
female hormone oestrogen, 
women are less able to accom- 
modate testosterone and other 
“male** hormones released 
under stress.-But Higgins is not

indeed, that stress in itself is a 
major factor in causing heart 
disease. 

“I think people should 
change their diets and cut out 
smoking instead of worrying 
too much about stress,” Hig- 
gins says. 

What concerns her, and Dr 


William Caste 111, the director of 
- the Framingham study, is the 
difficulty in diagnosing women 
with developing heart disease 
until it is too late. Castelii 
blames “the myth that women 
don’t get heart attacks” for all- 
owing serious symptoms to be 
ignored. Higgins worries about 
the frightening proportion of 
“silent symptoms" or “atypical , 
symptoms” which can be a 
woman's only warning of an 1 
imminent heart attack. 

A large proportion of 
Americans are now routinely 
given electrocardiograms, 
blood cholesterol tests and lipid 
measure assessments with their 
annual medical check-ups. In 
Britain such tests are rare, and 
still given only when suspicious 
symptoms seem to warrant 
them. In women, it now seems, 
these symptoms can come too 
late. 

Further studies are being 
undertaken by the American 
Heart institute into the 
relationship between female 
hormones and the heart. 
Additional community health 
studies have been launched in 
the US and in Britain. In Lon- 
don, Professor Gerry Shaper, 
professor of clinical 
epidemiology at the Royal Free 
Hospital School, is director of 
the British Regional Heart 
Study which was begun eight 
years ago with a sample of 8,000 
men and no women. 

“Because women have heart 
attacks at a rate roughly one 
fifth that of men, we woizld have 
to add to that some 36,000 
women to have enough heart 
attacks to study,” is how 
Shaper explains the omission. 
“And i t isn’t conjecture — men 
are most at risk.” 

Impressed 

Heis impressed by the results 
of surveys undertaken into the 
positive effects of olive and 
other mono-saturated oils on 
the heart and sees them as even 
more significant than the fish 
oil furore that started a few 
years ago, when it was noticed 
that Eskimos in their natural 
habitat had a low rate of heart 
disease. 

“Certainly using olive oil in 
your diet is easy and has no 
disadvantages that I can see, 
except that Targe intakes of any 
fat will increase weight. But 
there has been renewed interest 
in fish oils because ft has been 
discovered that they lower 
triglycerides. I wouldsay that in 
both men .and women, high 
triglyceride levels can Be relaiedT 
to hdart disease!”. .

In Scotland, which with Nor- 
thern Ireland has one of the 
highest rates for heart attacks in 
the world, more than 10.000 
men and women, all volunteers, 
have been screened during the 
past two years. “The popula- 
tion is ageing,’’ Higgins warns. 
“And after the age of 65, two 
thirds of it is female. So people 
are at last waking up to the fact 
that there is a problem.” 

That, at least is heartening. 



New use of drug 
reduces need for 
blood transfusion 


Tte need for Mood transfusions after surgery has been cut by more than ninety per cent by new 
application of the drug aprotinin. 


THE need for blood trans- 
fusions after surgery has been 
cut by more than 90 per cent in a 
series of open heart operations 
at two London hospitals, as a 
result of new use of the drug 
aprotinin. 

The drug was first developed 
for the treatment of acute pan- 
creatitis and patients undergo- 
ing repeat open-heart surgery. 
Its role was to combat the very 
high risk of post-operative 
bleeding. 

The exact action of the drug 
is not yet known but it is 
believed it protects the blood 
platelets that play a vital part in 
coagulation.

FEMALE BALDNESS MAY 
INDICATE UNDERLYING 
DISEASE 


QUESTION: I know men expect to lose 
their hair, but 1 am a woman and am losing 
mine. What can be wrong? 

ANSWER: Baldness (alopecia) is caused 
by a variety of inherited, congenital, toxic 
andsystemicconditions. In men,it generally 
can be traced to a family history of pattern 
baldness, as well as recent illnesses, medica- 
tions or environmental factors such as 
exposure to toxins. In women, baldness may 
be an indication of more serious underlying 
disease. 

One of the major reasons for hair loss in 
women is an overproduction of male hor- 
mones, most commonly testosterone. 
Excessi ve levels of these hormones can cause 
facial hair, enlargement of the clitoris, 
irregular penods, muscularity and loss of 
breast size. When the level of testosterone 
reaches the normal male range, scalp hair 
begins to thin out. 

Among the many reasons Tor abnormal 
androgen secretion are ovarian tumors, 
ovarian cysts, adrenal tumors, congenita] 
malfunctioning of the adrenal gland and 
certain drugs such as Danazol which are 


themselves treated androgens. 

The first thing your doctor will do is 

obtain a detailed history, including onset of 
the problem and any medications you might 
be taking. If alopecia has been a problem in • 
the past (prior to puberty) or if a woman is 
menopausal, ovarian or adrenal tumors are 
prime suspects. Your doctor also will note 
the distribution of bodyhair in general, 
because a male hair pattern is suggestive of 
high testosterone levels. Your doctor then 
may order a few laboratory tests to confirm 
the diagnosis. 

Treatment of androgenic alopecia is 
always cause-specific. For instance, excising 
the tumor will normalise hormone levels. If 
thereisnodefinablereason for the increased 
endocrine activity, estrogen/progesterone 
combinations may be given to suppress the 
release of androgen. 

QUESTION: Can you cure arthritis with 
hot body wraps and massages? I have arth- 
ritis and the prescriptions I’ve been given 
help, but they don't solve the problem. I’ve 
seen ads for many arthritis remedies in 
magazines. Do they work? 


ANSWERj Body wraps. lotions, oint- 
ments and vibrators may provide fleeting 
relief, but. in general, they offer no long- 
term help to the arthritis sufferer. 

Vibrators for arthritics come in various 
sizes, shapes and prices. They range in price 
from a few dollars to a few hundred dollars. 

Advertisers claim the machines vibrate 
the arthritic joint, massaging away the 
surrounding excess fluid. 

The body wraps and ointments are sup- 
posed to be applied to the skin and then 
wrapped for maximum heat absorption. 

They seem to offer only temporary, minor 
relief. 

Some doctors have found the massages 
actually can be harmful to a arthritic joint. 

. 1 know how desperate some arthritic suf- 
ferers geL seeking some relief, any relief, 
from the constant pain and aches. But for my 
money, and yours, this is not the way logo. 
Before buying one of these questionable 
arthritis remedies, have a talk with your own 
physician.

ft has been used to reduce 
blood loss after surgery in West 
Germany but with only limi ted 
success. Now surgeons at Ham- 
mersmith Hospital and 
Humana Hospital Wellington, 
both in London, have used 
higher doses during open heart 
surgery on 1 1 patients. 

According to “The Lancet” 
medical magazine, seven of the 
1 1 patients given the drug from 
the start of anaesthesia until the 
end of the operation did not 
need a transfusion after sur- 
gery. By comparison, the blood 
loss of 1 1 patients who did not 
receive the drug was eight times 
greater. 

In another series ofless com- 
plicated operations for coron- 
ary artery bypass. 80 percent of 
patients given the drug did not 
need donor blood. 

An editorial in the magazine 
says of the results: “High dose 
aprotinin appears to offer 
major reductions in peri- 
operative blood loss and trans- 
fusion requirements in cardiac 
surgery. Its role in non-cardiac 
surgery is uncertain, but 
warrants urgent investiga- 
tion.”

New 
theory 
on salt 
intake

CHICAGO (UPiy. In a study 
that “shatters the myth of the 
salt shaker,” researchers have 
found that people fed a low- 
sodium diet but allowed to 
season their food to taste will 
end up cutting their salt intake 
by 40 per cent anyway. 

“For years people have been 
saying that if you want to res- 
trict salt take away the salt 
shaker, but I think this shows 1 
people won't put too much salt 
on their food unless it's already 
in there," says Gary Beau- 
champ, a biopsychologist at the 

Monell Chemical senses center. 

“It's nice to reaffirm com- 
mon sense,” concurs co-resear- 
cher Dr Karl Engelman. of the 
University of Pennsylvania In 
Philadelphia. 

The researchers, who publi- 
shed their study recently m the 
Journal of the American 
Medical Association, say their 
findings could be a boon ibr 
people who want to restrict 
their* salt intake Lo control 
blood pressure but find low- 
sodium foods unpalatable. 

The study also suggests that- 
the main source of excess salt in 
the American diet is not on the 
table, as is frequently sugges- 
ted, but hidden in processed 
and prepared foods, says Beau- 
champ. 

“This really shatters the 
myth of the salt shaker.” he 
says. “I would hope it would 
also send a message to food 
manufacturers that they don't 
need to add as much salt as they 
traditionally have, but I do 
think that public will have to 
change their taste and buying 
habits as well.” 

Daily salt consumption in the 
United States averages between 
6 to 18 grams a day, a level 
considered far above the body’s 
requirements. An essential 
mineral, salt can cause or 
aggravate high, blood pressure 
if taken in excess, and many 
authorities believe all 
Americans would do well to 
limit their consumption. Others 
comend only those with high 
pressure, or whoaresen-* « 
si live .-to salt, need to restrict : 
SffiSfe&take. '* I 

But getting people tef cut 4 
back on salt is another, Engel- 
man says. 

“People like salt. They’re 
used to it,” he says. “If you put 
them on a low-sodium diet and 
tell them to put away their salt 
shaker, they’ll end up hating it 
and unless they have a pressing 
reason to do so, they won’t stay 
onto” 

However, Beauchamp and 
Engelman have found it is pos- 
sible to reduce salt intake with- 
out sacrificing taste. 

Over a 14-week study, li 
college undergraduates were 
fed a low-salt diet but allowed 
free access to a pre- weighed salt 
shaker. The subjects were not 
told the purpose of the study 
and were encouraged to season 
their food as they wished. 

The researchers found that 
although the sodium in the food 
was half of what the students 
were used to, the salt they added 
only made up for 20 per cent of 
the deficit, leading to a 40 per 
cent reduction in overall salt 
intake. 

Beauchamp hypothesises 
that the students ate less salt 
because “by putting it on the 
outside of the food, it more 
easily reached their salt recep- 
tors, and satisfied their need for 
perceived sal tines.” 


SCIENTISTShave taken a first 
step towards reversing one of 
the worst effects of ageing — 
but so far the experiments have 
only rejuvenated rats. 

When people grow old, their 
defences against infection and 
cancerous tumours deteriorate. 
While blood cells called T cells 
lose their ability to respond to 
invaders because the gland that 
controls them, the thymus in 
the neck, degenerates. 

Dr Keith Kelley and his team 
at the University of Illinois 
have succeeded in regenerating 
the thymus glands of old rats, 
thus rejuvenating their decrepit 
immune systems. 


Hearing loss: 
what can be done

Q. IS old age the principal cause 
of hearing loss? 

A. No. Although the 
incidence of hearing loss is . 
greater among older people, it is 
not just a matter of tissues 
deteriorating as they age. 
Rather, behaviour — such as 
the habit of listening to loud 
music — and trauma over the 
years — such as minor head 
injuries — account for most 
cases of hearing loss. 

Q. Are there different types of 
hearing loss? 

A. Yes. Hearing loss may be 
experienced in one or more of 
the three major parts of the car, 
the characteristics of hearing 
loss depend on which area' is 
affected. 

Hearing loss in the outer ear 
— the visible portion of the ear 
and the outer ear canal, which 
conducts sound waves into the 
ear — is usually due to clogging 
of the ear canal itself. Blockage 
by wax or skin that's been shod 
can cause a hearing loss of up to 
30 per cent A common infec- 
tion, known as externa] otitis, is 
another cause of blockage. In 
this condition, excessive mois- 
ture in the ears (as occurs in 
swimmers) swells the wax and/ 
or diminishes the skin’s barrier 
properties, allowing bacteria to 
travel deeper into the ear. 

The middle ear is the cham- 
ber that magnifies sound waves 
and transmits them to the inner 
ear. The Eustachian tube, the 
canal that connects the middle 
ear to the throat, helps equalise 
pressure within the ear with 
external, atmospheric pressure. 

The Eustachian tube is 
usually the source of middle-ear 
hearing loss. For example, in 
otitis media, a congenital con- 
dition especially common in 
children, the tubeis too soft and 
flexible, and thus fails both to 
keep nasal secretions out of the 
middle ear and to open promp- 
tly m response to air-pressure 
changes. An infection can 
result. 

The inner ear contains the 
main hearing mech anisms : the 
hearing nerve and the cochlea. 
These are the parts of the ear 
most affected by aging, but they 
arealso particularly sensitive to 
4mid-neise.~In ■feet,*- feud 'noise* - > 
cab ^actually- ‘destroy 'ceHain .

Ai Saq uer praised the strength 
of Franco-Arab economic and 
political relations, and 
attributed the growth of ties to 
the historic stance of former 
French President Charles de 
Gaulle, who strongly opposed 
the 1967 Israeli aggression 
against the Arab nation. 

Option 

The chamber chief said 
bilateral cooperation between 
France and the Arab nation 
could be a temporary phase that 
strengthens or weakens as a 
result of economic interests, or, 
as a second case, can be a 
strategic stance based on a 
mutual need for political, 
and civifisational 


integration. 

"We Arabs have chosen the 
second option, and believe that 
France's civilised background 
and future aspirations leave her 
only with the second path as 
well," the Kuwaiti official added. 

Turning to Kuwaiti in vest- 
men ts abroad, Al Saquer pointed 
out that these account for the 
second biggest source of national 
income after oil revenues. 

Having such an important 
long-Lerm and strategic role in 
the national economy, he said, 
Kuwaiti investments need 
safeguards to ensure maximum 
profitability and stability. 

He stressed that Kuwait is con- 
cerned to integrate its huge 
foreign investments into the 
national economic cycle, a 
process that leads to numerous 
other issues such as training 
cadres, transfer of technology 
and liaison with other fi nancial, 
industrial and consultancy insti- 
tions.

“It is imperative this gap be 
bridged. The alterative is chaos," 
he said. "The present European 
view is unrealistic because if 
maintained it would ensure total 
chaos in agricultural trade.” 

The United States wants to 
end farm subsidies around (he 
world by theyear 2000. The EEC 
has resisted such a move. 

Yeutter said he would seek an 
early reform package at a mid- 
term ministerial review of the 
round, seL for Montreal in 
December, but it was loo early to 
define its content. 

“We 'are determined to have 
concrete results emerge on 
agriculture at the mid-term 
review ... I hope there is ample 
motivation on the part of our 
trading partners," Yeutter said. 

" Lyng said he was disappointed 

by a decision of EEC leaders at a 
Brussels summit last month to 
curb farm spending by restruct- 
ing out put in certain goods.

Plan to set up factory to produce Vidasil

THERE may come a time in the 
nq^^toQ^distaitf , future r- when , 


Muse of aix-cbnditioinng sys- i 
terns, and whqn its buildings and 
oQ installations will be fire proof. 
No, the climate is not about to 
change and no amount of cau- 
tion will prevent occasional dis- 
traction by fire. 

But human ability to fight heat 
has recently got a boost 
unparalleled in recent history. It 
comes in the form of a material 
known as Vidasil, invented by a 
Yugoslav scientist Mrs Vida 
Popovic and recognised as the 
best heat resistant material in the 
world capable of bringing about 
revolutionary advances in con- 
struction, electrical engineering 
and heavy industry such as 
automobile and arms produc- 
tion, shipbuilding and aircraft 
manufacturing. 

Capabilities 

Vidasil has now been brought 
to Kuwait by Miiutin Mrkonjic, 
the general manager of CIP traf- 
fic institute in Belgrade, a scien- 
tific research establishment 
which is known for its engineer- 
ing design capabilities par- 
ticularly in road and railway con- 
struction. 

Vida Popovic, who invented 
the material which was named 
after her, a frail woman of 50 who 
has singlehandedly worked for 
years before hitting the right for- 
mula, is now CIP's senior scient- 
ist. She also runs a small factory 
200 km outside Belgrade. 

The Kuwaitis and Yugoslavs 
have now joined hands and are 



Mllutln Mrkonjic: If you cover a 
truck with VMasIl you have a 
refrigerator 

hammering out plans to set up a 
factoiy in Kuwait to produce 
Vidasil which would supply the 
whole of the Middle East and the 
Third World. 

Yugoslavs are bringing with 
them the know-how and new 
technologies, the Kuwaitis are 
expected to provide Lhe financ- 
ing. 

Negotiations are under way 
with the Boodai Corporation 
and plans are being laid out to 
start the project within the next 
few months. Feelings of enth- 
usiasm are running high on bath 
sides. “The Kuwaitis are brim- 
ming with interest" Mrkonjic 
told the Arab Tunes. 

“Just imagine a tank which hit 
by gunfire cannot be set ablaze 
because it is coated with Vidasil. 
Or think of a ship hit by a missile 
which does not erupt in flames. If 
you cover a truck with Vidasil 
you have a refrigerator” enth- 
uses Mrkonjic. 

He is excited with good reason. 
Vidasil has been attested by top 


scientific authorities in Europe. 
The material won Mrs Popovic 
the Grand Prix at the World 
Innovations Exhibition — the 
Eureka Salon in 1986. When the 
material was tested, by the jury i,t 
Was placed into atnrcUhi^ n 
can develop heat of over 6,000 
degrees centigrade. Eventually 
the machine was smouldered 
into pieces while Vidasil 
remained intact. 

The qualities of the substance 
are such that it looks like Mrs 
Popovic had Kuwait in mind 
when sheinvented iL Its working 
resistance to heat is 1 600 degrees 
centigrade. It prevents heat and 
sound penetration and absorbs 
vibrations exceptionally wed. It 
is light and not affected by sand, 
salt or humidity. 

Licence 

All this was not lost on the 
leading manufacturers of ther- 
mal insulation materials world- 
wide. Companies from all over 
the world including China, the 
Soviet Union. Italy and France 
were vying to lay their hands on 
the Vidasil licence. 

But Mrs Popovic and Mrkon- 
jic were wary of offers which 
smacked of greed. Mrs Popovic 
has said that money making is 
not the reason why she spent 
years working long hours to 
produce this incombustible sub- 
stance. 

Now that she has succeeded 
she believes that Vidasil should 
be available for use in the whole 
world. 

This is why CIP proceeded 
with caution when it came to 
making arrangements for the 
material's production and mark- 
eting. After a careful review of all 


offers the team decided to hold 
negotiations with the Canadians 
which are still underway. 

Kuwait is so far the only other 
ceumtry chosen taparticipate in 


the project. “We opted for 
Kuwait also because we have had 
traditionally sound and friendly 
relations with the Gulf stale”, 
saysMrkonpc.*' ' 




IMF studying proposal to set up 
new borrowing facility 

WASHINGTON, March 8, (Opecna): The International Mon- 
etary Fund (IMF) may set up a borrowing faefiky for developing 
countries which will entitle debtor nations to get the benefit of 
some discount hi the valuation of their debt The plan p-.t forward 
by Dr Aijun Sengupta of India, one of the fund's 22 executive 
directors, is similar to those advanced in recent months in the 
banking and academic community. 

However, this is the first time that the 151 -nation IMF which 
lends to debtor countries trying to iin piov e their economic 
performance has formally taken op snefa experimental ideas. 

The proposal comes in the wake ofa call by the fund's managfag 
director, Michel Camdessus, for "imaginative schemes” to help 
reduce the crashing debt burden of many members. While tte fate 
of Sengopta's pr oposal is uncertain, tl seems most likely that the 
fond Will produce some nmovative plan on developiig countries’ 
debt. 

The plan presented by Sengupta will ensure that debtor coun- 
tries get the benefit of a portion of the discount that markets and 
most large banks have recognised in the valuation of the debt. 
Officials said Ins (dan was received with interest by several 
member nations, including some in Latin America and Emope, 
when be presented it to the IMF board last week. The United 
States opposes the plan because it involves additional obligations 
that would have to be assumed by the fond. 

Treasury Secretary James Baker reiterated before a congres- 
sional committee last week American opposition to any plan 
which would reqmre help from taxpayers of creditor com tries. 

Under the Sengupta plan, the IMF debt facility will buy a 
portion of a country’s debt at the agreed discount, girfag its own 
bonds to the banks. The country’s obligation would then be to the' 
food. 

However, before the country would get the agreed part of its 
debt written off, it woidd have to connnit itself to pursmig a major 
economic improvement programme monitored by die fund. The 
cost of the programme would be the co n tingent liability winch 
IMF assumes in issuing bonds to commercial banks while hoping 
that the debtor country continues to service the remaining portion 
of the debt. 

Jewellery industry gets a boost 

HONG KONG, March 8, (Xinhua): Craftsmen in Hong Kong 
tinned oot abont 40 per cent more jewdkvy products last year in 
terms ofvahie, according to the Hong Kong Trade Development 
CoanriTs jewellery advisory committee. 

The export value of Hong Kong’s jewellery grew by 42 per cent 
to 5.1 bOthm Hong Kong dollars last year, compared with a 25 per 
cent annual increase in 1986, committee chairman David Sin said 
at a press conference yesterday. Sin said the annual Hong Kong 
jewdlery show wDl be held frmn March 23 to 26 tins year whkb is 
o bjected to draw more buyers. 

Japan expanded its share of Hong Kong’s jewellery exports 
from the 14 per cent io 1986 to 21 per centm 1987. Meanwhile, 
Hong Kong abo imported 30 per cent more improcessed items 
from Israel, India, Belgium and the United States last year, 
according to a report by a local newspaper.

MITI suffers identity crisis 


TOKYO, March 8, (Reuter): 
Japan's Ministry of Inter- 
national Trade and Industry 
(MITI), feared and admired 
worldwide as the mastermind 
behind the country’s industrial 
might, is suffering an identity 
crisis. 

The ministry, which chan- 
nelled Japan’s export drive by 
backing industries with funds 
and advice, now finds itself with- 
out a clear-cut role as Tokyo 
struggles to reduce its huge trade 
surplus. . . 

"Their former mission was to 
help Japan catch up econ- 
omically (with the West)," said 
Johsen Takashahi, research 
director of the private Mitsubishi 
Research Institute. ‘‘When the 
target was clear it was easy to do. 
Now they don't know the lar- 

ga-" _ . 

Task 

Ministry officials themselves 
are divided on what comes next 
Some believe M ITI's main task is 
to manage the shift of Japan's 
economy to a post-industrial 
structure, based on financial 
services like banks and high-tech 
communications. 

Others want it to become a 
leader on theintemaiional econ- 
omic scene, challenging the 


foreign and finance ministries. 

Behind the search for a new 
role is the erosion of MITI's 
ability to act as the architect of 
Japan's industrial might. 

The stage was set for a reduced 
MITI role more than a decade 
ago when the ministry gave up 
the power to allocate scarce 
foreign currencies, economists 
said. 

Problem 

"The question of which indus- 
tries should develop was a 
priority problem and MITI 
decided what should be the tar- 
gets,” said Hirobiko Okumura, 
chief economist at Nomura 
Research Institute. ‘‘Now, after 
the complete liberalisation of 
foreign exchange policy ... 
MITI’s role in that area 
declined.” 

Japanese companies, once 
nurtured by M ITI, are now turn- 
ing their backs ou a ministry they 
no longer need for cheap funds or 
licensing approval. “No one goes 
to MITI now— they have noth- 
ing to give us,” boasted one 
businessman. 

A shift in Japan's economy ' 
from one cenireaon basic export 
industries to one led by financial 
services and information tech- 
nologies has also eroded MITI's 


power base, makingit vulnerable 
to challenges from rival minis- 
tries. 

This changing environment 
has left the ministry in a quandry, 
some analysts and businessmen 
said. 

Growth 

MITI no longer guides Japan- 
ese industries toward faster 
growth. Instead, it often tries to 
restrain them to quell foreign 
criticism of Japan’s trade sur- 
plus, Takahashi said. 

Some trade experts said MITI 
would be able to maintain its 
power despite the changes. 

“It’s not a question of weaker 
or stronger, it’s a question of 
changing roles,” said Shinsaku 
Sogo, executive director of the 
semi-official Japan External 
T rade Organisation. 

Hopes 

Some MITI officials pin their 
hopes on a higher international 
profile. 

"M ITI sees a new role for itself 
in international economic man- 
agement,” said a senior ministry 
official. "Who else can lake a 
comprehensive view and draw a 
comprehensive policy picture — 
no one else can. I see an even 
bigger role for MITI” he added.

KD deposit rates ease 


KUWAITI dinar deposit rates 
were easier yesterday amid high 
liquidity, dealers said. 

Banks have been flush with 
dinars since last week when 75 
million in three-month Treasury 
bills matured. The maturing 
today of bills worth another 
KD228 million will further boost 
liquidity, dealers said. 

Banks appeared to be well 
positioned for new bill and bond 
issues today for KD2I0 million 
and few or none bid for short- 
dated funds, which remained 
offered at Monday's 1 2 per cent 
level. 

Funds 

The Central Bank paid 2-1/2 
per cent for six-day funds from 
March 10 but quantities were 
small, dealers said. 

One-momh traded at 3-3 4. 3- 
7/8 and four per cent, two-month 
at 4-18 and 4-1.4 and three- 
month at between 4-3 16 and 4- 1 / 
2, all close to Monday levels. 

But by early afternoon the 
fixed periods were quoted up io 
3/8poim below Monday at 3-5/8. 
3, 8 per cent for the one-momh. 4- 
3/8. 1/8 for the three-month. 4-3, 
4. 1 .2 for the six-month and five. 
4-3/4 per cent for the one-year. 

The Central Bank dinar 
exchange rates was more than a 
full point higher at 0.27477 : 87 to 
the dollar from Monday's- 
0.27598 608. Commercial banks 
quoted spot rates of around 
0.27500 10. 


Meanwhile, Saudi riyal inter- 
bank deposits displayed a softer 
lone yesterday in a quiet trade 
which focused on the short end of 
the market as banks tried- to 
unload excess funds. 

Dealers said high liquidity 
continued to exert downward 
pressure, while sentiment 
remained nervous amid uncer- 
tainty over a forthcoming gover- 
nment bond issue. 

“No-one is willing to take 
action ahead of the bond issue. 
The market is on standby,” one 
dealer said. 

The programme for up lo 30 
billion riyais worth of bills was 
expected some time this month, 
but dealers fear it may be delayed 
and do noi know the exact terms 
of the issue. 

Market 

Reports that the Saudi 
Arabian Monetary Agency 
(Sanaa) had injected fresh funds 
into the market by lending three 
and six-month deposits fuelled 
speculation the agency could be 
paving the way for the issue by 
bringing rates down further. 

But most dealers have inter- 
preted the share flotation of the 
newly-formed Sa udi Tai ba Com- 
pany on March 12 as a sign the 
programme will be delayed at 
least until the end of the month. 

One-momh funds declined io ' 
6- 11 - 1 6, 9 16 percent from 6-3/4, 
11.16 on Monday.

Opec 
members 
move to curb 
oil output 

WASHINGTON, March 8, 
(Xinhua): Some members of the 
Organisation of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (Opec) are 
working To curb their output so 
as to halt the world oil prices 
from furl her falling, according to 
US press reports today. 

But there is considerable skep- 
ticism in the industry that Opec 
will be able to consolidate the 
weak oil markets. Some crude oil 
traders say that prices, after 
declining one to two dollars a 
barrel in the past two weeks, 
could fail a further one (o two 
dollars this month. 

On the US future market, the 
benchmark West Texas Inter- 
mediate crude dosed at SI S.60 a 
barrel last Friday and open- 
market prices of the North Sea’s 
Brent crude ended flat to slightly 
lower at Si 4.05 a barrel for 
March delivery. 

With Opec’s average prices 
having dropped to near SI 5 a 
barrel, compared wiLh the 
offidal benchmark of $18 Ven- 
ezuela's oil minister, a member of 
the Opec pricing committee, is 
reportedly seeking a meeting to 
halt the price fall. 

But Saudi Arabia, also a mem- 
ber of the committee which mon- 
itors world oil prices, has 
indicated that it opposes such a 
meeting because it expects little 
would be accomplished. 

Industry sources said that the' 
oil ministers of the UAE and 
Kuwait have been travelling res- 
pectively and frequently to 
Riyadh tc talk with Saudi 
Arabia’s. oil minister. ... .

Egypt ready to cut back output

Non-Opec producers told to discuss slide in prices 


CAIRO, March 8, (Reuter): 
Egypt has called a meeting of 
experts from non-Opec oil 
producers for London tomorrow 
to discuss the new slide in world 
oil prices. Oil Minister Abdel 
Hadi Kandeel said today. 

Kandeel told Reuters in an 
interview Egypt would be 
prepared to cut back its own out- 
put only if members and non- 
members of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(Opec) acted jointly to curb 
production. 

He warned that failure to 
address the slide could lead to a 
repetition of 1986 when oil prices 
fell below $1 0 a barrel. 

“We have invited non-Opec 
members to attend a very quick 
meeting at expert level ... our 

purpose is to mid a way to boost 

the oil market ... and to stop the 
market sliding,” Kandeel ssud. 


One country invited, Norway, 
immediately said it would not 
take part in the London meeting, 
which Kandeel said would be 
held at the Mexican embassy. 

“We have a policy of bilateral 
contacts with other oil producers 
and do not wish to be bound by 
group decisions,” an oil and 
energy ministry spokesman in 
Oslo said. 

The Norwegian stand meant 
the two biggest Wesiern 
European producers would not 
attend the London talks. 

Participating 

Kandeel said Britain, the lar- 
gest, had not been invited, and 
London was chosen as a venue, 
rather than Cairo, as more con- 
venient for most participants. 

He said the meeing would 
include experts from Egypt-, 
Mexico, the Soviet Union, 
China, Oman, Malaysia and

Angola, none of which belong to 
Opec. 

Kandeel did not rule out a 
meeting at a later date with mem- 


bers of the 13-nation Opec and 
added: “We cannot let the 
market slide and watch.” 

World oil prices have slumped 
in the past two weeks and are now 
some $4 a barrel below Opec’s 
benchmark price of $18 per 
barrel established in late 1986. 

Ecuador reiterated overnight a 
call for an urgent meeting of 
Opec's oil pricing committee and 
a gathering of Opec ministers if 
necesssary, but no decision has 
yet been taken. 

Reason 

Kandeel said one reason for 
the slide in oil prices was the 
decision of some nations — 
which he would not name — to 
revert to a “netback” system of 
pricing. 

Press reports have said Nigeria 
has been pricing crude on a net- 
back basis, a system Opec phased 
out after it returned to a fixed 


price system in December 1986. 
Under a netback contract, crude 
is sold on the basis of the value of 
refined products. 

“If nations continue to go on 
with netback deals, then defin- 
itely the maiket will go down,” 
Kandeel said. “When Opec stop- 
ped the netback deals (in late 
1986) the market started to 
stabilise immediately.” 
Production 

He said Egypt had kept 
production to an average 
870,000 barrels per day. Prime 
Suez blend and Ras Bahar prices 
were cut for the first half of- 
March one dollar to Si4a barrel. 

Kandeel said the long-term 
future of the oQ market required 
non-Opec and Opec producers to 
sit down at the same table, and 
added, failure to halt the slide 
could see prices retreat as low as 
1986 when Egypt’s oil sold 


m 


briefly for $7. 

He said non-Opec nations 
meeting in London should reaf- 
firm their support for output res- 
traint if other prodnoers “kept 
their word" and Opec nations 
respected their production 
quotas. 

Kandeel said it was par- 
ticularly important to re-establ- 
ish stable world oil prices for a 
country like Egypt, which is 

hig hly .dependent on foreign 
exchange. 

He said: “I can’t see any harm 
at all in cutting a Httle bit of 
production ... I am not after a 
certain mmfber of barrels, I am 
after a certain number of dollars 
to go to the treasury.” 

Kandeel said Britain was not 
invited because of its declared 
policy on oil. London has consis- 
tently rejected requests to curb 
North Sea output.

Sterling makes new gains 


LONDON, March 8, (Reuter): 
The pound rose sharply on 
currency markets today as 
relatively high British interest 
rates continued to attract money 
to sterling assets, dealers said. 

In late afternoon the pound, at 
its best since late 1986, touched 
highs above $1 .84 and 3.07 West 
German marks after comments 
by Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher in parliament sugges- 
ted to the market that its strength 
would not force an early interest 
rate cut. 

Risen 

The pound’s rally, by about 
seven pfennigs since last week, 
had earlier been braked by 
speculation that the British 
might shave interest rates to stop 
itappredating ; too far and raising 
prices of Britain's exports. 

Dealers said . some inter- 
national holdings were enticed 
out of the dolour into sterling. 
The pound has risen from $1.77 
last week, while the dollar has 


been easing in recent days against 
the mark. It touched 1.6645 
marks today. 

Several dealers said sterling’s 
strength might not Last long — 
“on the horizon there are quite a 
Jot of black clouds looming,” one 
said, citing a deteriorating Brit- 
ish trade balance and weak 
North Sea oil prices. 

Strength 


Recently, the Bank of England 
has sold pounds when sterling 
threatened to rise above three 
marks, worried that its apprecia- 
tion would pinch British export 
earnings. But it now seems to 
have stopped intervening. 

Thatcher told Labour Party 
opposition leader Neil Kinnock 
in parliament today: “The only 
way to deal with (sterling's stren- 
gth) is either to have excessive 
intervention which ould lead to 
inflation ... or, in . .-.l, to deal 
with the matter through interest 
rates, which would not be in the 


interest of inflation at the present 
time.” 

The gold price was fixed in 
London this afternoon at 
$436.35 an ounce, down 90 cents 
from last night. 

North Sea oil prices eased 
slightly during the afternoon 
with crude from the Brent field 
quoted around $14.05/10 a 
barrel for April loading after 
514.20/25 last night. 

Wall Street stocks made 
modest gains in early New York 
business taking the Dow Jones 
industrial average up 1 8 points Lo 
2.074.44. 

Anxiety 

London stocks eased in a dull 
session marked by anxiety over 
the harm that sterling's strength 
might do to Britain's trade. The 
FTSE index of lOOblue chip Brit- 
ish stocks in late trading was 
down 3.6 points at 1,814.6. 

Earlier today, Tokyo's Nikkei 
stock index fell 1 50.85 points, or 
0.59 percent, to 25,465.73. 


Brokers said prices fell due to 
caution over the approaching 
March 31 fiscal year end for 
special money trusts, or tokkin 
t— local investment companies 
which funnel large amounts of 
cash into Japanese stocks. 

Supportive 

“Tokkins have been suppor- 
tive of the market and are going 
to be inactive,” said broker 
Robert Karr of New Japan 
Securities. “The market has 
really come up, so people are 
thinking to sell a bit.” 

Some brokers said that, foll- 
owing Tokyo’s stunning 
recovery in recent weeks to just 
below pre-black Monday levels, 
more subdued trading could be 
expected for a while. 

“It's going to be a quiet 
market, maybe softer, but 
basically fiat,” said deputy 
branch manager Takeshi 
Murakami of Schroders 
Securities. “We have to take a 
rest.”

Arabs ‘must develop nuclear power’ 


A SENIOR Araboil official said 
yesterday the Arab worid must 
develop its own nuclear power 
industry to meet increased 
energy demands in the next cen- 
tury. 

Abdul Aziz A! Wattari acting 
secretary general of the Organ- 
isation of Arab Petroleum 
Exporting Countries ’ (Oapec), 
tola a news conference that des- 
pite huge Arab oil and gas 
reserves, other energy sources 
were needed. 

“We will need electricity from 
other sources than oil and gas in 
the next century .... nuclear 
power is the only known, sure 
way,” he said. 

Power 

Nuclear power will be one of 
the topics at the fourth Arab 
energy conference which opens 
in Baghdad on March 14, spon- 
sored by Oapec and other pan- 
Arab organisations. 

A1 Wattari said Arab demand 
for oil and oil products would 
surge to 6.8 million barrels per 
day (bpd) in the year 2000 from 
3.6 million bpd last year. 

A1 Wattari emphasised the 
importance of energy for econ- 
omic prosperity and industrial 
growth in both the producing 
and consuming countries. 

The official stressed the need 
to balance energy supply and 
demand to ensure stable markets

and prices, and prevent damag- 
ing shocks with ruinous effects. 

He accused Israel and the West

Iraq has continued a nuclear 
energy programme with Soviet 
help but Egypt has postponed 
plans to build three reactors, 
apparently because of financing 
difficulties. 


Al Wattari said Arab states 
should reorient their exports to 
cover the needs of brother states 
which had to import oil products. 

“Instead of turning outwards 
we must first fill the needs of the 
Arab world." he said. 


Algeria to sign 
gas deal with 
Britain 


ALGIERS, March 8, (Reuter): 
The Algerian state energy con- 
cern Sonatracfa will sign a three- 
year contract with British Gas 
Pic by the end of this month fox 
sales of liquefied natural gas.

The deal follows a visit to Lon- 
don by Algerian Oil Minister 
Belkacem Nabi in February 
when he met British Energy 
Secretary Cecil Parkinson.

“sustainable, equitable pricing 
and production levels for oil on a 
global scale.” 

“We have been stating this 
boldly since the early 1980s,” he 
pointed out. adding that it was 
not until the 1986 collapse that 
many producers “suddenly 
appeared to have understood 
what we have been talking 
about.”

On the 1986 experience, the 
president recalled that oil prices 
fell further and faster than 
experts predicted with the inter- 
national oil industry affected in 
terms of both hard fact and 
morale. 

"Some oil wells, in particular 
many strippers in the US. closed 
for good. Investment plans were 
slashed, if not abandoned, and 
many alternative energy schemes 
became totally uneconomic.” 


while the collapse in the value of 
the US dollar and the 1987 stock. 
markeL crash reinforced the feel- 
ing of uncertainty and insecurity . 

The international banking sys- 
tem was also “severely jolted” 
and banks had to effectively 
write off or renegotiate 
repayments on debts: 

The Opec president said the 
1986 oil price collapse did not 
provide the "expected panacea” 
for the international economy. 
"Once the initial jubilation over 
lower fuel costs died down, the 
harsh realities- of the traumas 
became apparent and, on 
balance. 1986 came to be viewed 
with the same apprehension as 
1973-74 and 1979-80” 

He pointed out that “the net 
outcome of all this revolved 
around the futility of conflict 
within our industry.” 

Any short-term beneficiaries 
of market disruption were bound 
to be few in number, as “the 
majority of interests lose, on whi- 
chever time-scale one may wish 
to choose." the Opec president 
warned. 

He called for a fraternity in the 
oil business, working for the 
common good of all members, 
not adversaries working lo des- 
troy each other. 



Producer debts put cocoa 
agreement in jeopardy 


LONDON, March 8. (Reuter): 
A worid cocoa pact to try to stop 
prices crashing in an oversup- 
plied market might be m 
jeopardy unless Ivory Coast, the 
largest producer, paid its debts to 
the International Cocoa Organ- 
isation (Icco), delegates at Icco 
talks said today. 

The organisation needs money 
to pay for a programme lo with- 
hold surplus cocoa from the 
market. Ivory Coast is the loco’s 
biggest debtor, owing S33 to 34 
million while Brazil, the second 
largest producer, owes about 10 

milli on. 

Brazil paid around seven 
million in arrears in January, but 
Ivoiy Coast paid nothing since 
the cocoa pact came into force in 
January, 1987,bufferstockman- 
ager J uergen Plambeck said. 
Debtors 

The spokesman of the cocoa 
producer nations, Moma 
Mohammed of Ghana, said he 
had appealed to the debtors to 
pay up because the life of the Icco 
agreement was at stake. 

Plambeck calculated that, 
unless there was money from 
Ivory Coast and Brazil, the Icco 
could not afford to pay for new 
market support schemes. Its buf- 
fer stock is already full to the 
limit allowed under Icco rules, 
250.000 tonnes. 

Earlier Ivory Coast said it • 
|- .would not pay its debt owed-in-- 
levy payments on its cocoa 
exports unless prices rose. 

But market prices have been 
sinking recently, reflecting cocoa 
trade expectations for a massive 


surplus this season of between 
120,000 to 150,000 tonnes. 
Cocoa futures in London fell 
today to £952 ($1,740) a tonne 
for May delivery, the lowest for 
5- 1/4 years. 

The levy, used to finance Icco 
market support efforts, is now 
£30 a tonne. Consumer delegates 
said Ivory Coast sought a reduc- 
tion of it yesterday but did not 
name a figure. 

Cocoa producers want to 
operate the cocoa pact’s withhol- 
ding scheme, which can take 
120,000 tonnes from the market. 
The scheme comes into force 
when the buffer stock is full, but 
consumers worred that it might 
not work due to lack of funds. 

A senior Ivory Coast delegate 
said there .did not need to be a 
problem with money for the 
scheme, as the Icco did not have 
to start paying for it until nine 
months after it came into force, 
by which time some debts might 
have been settled, he said. 
Scheme 

Rules for the scheme say 
producers have six months to 
withhold the cocoa and the Icco 
starts paying for it after another 
three months, he said. 

But consumers argued that 
Icco rules say the money had to 
be available in advance because 
the cocoa pact could not incur 
debts of any kind. 

• Traders wete sayiiiig today 
that, even if the withholding 
scheme was introduced, prices 
were likely to continue to slide 
because another surplus is expec- 
ted in 1988-89.

BEIRUT. March 8, { Reuter): 
The Lebanese pound continued 
to strengthen against the dollar 
today on a wave of public con- 
fidence amid expectations of 
national reconciliation to end the 
1 3-year-old civil war, bankers 
said. 

It closed at 367 to the dollar 
compared with yesterday's close 
of 368, 63 per cent up on its ail- 
time low of 500 on October 28 last 
year. Once one of the strongest 
currencies in Lhe Middle East, it 
was still well short of its January 
1 987 level of 79 to the dollar. 

Bankers said new moves 
towards presidential elections in 
August and a draft national 
political accord proposed by 
President Amin Gemayel last 
week had increased confidence 
among the people and in the 
currency. 

Demand 

"There is a higher demand for 
the Lebanese pound these days 
and more people are selling 
dollars, ” one dealer said. 

He said some businessmen 
feared the strengthening of the 
pound of the last few weeks 
would go on and we were selling 
dollars to minimise expected 
future exchange losses. 

The pound's slump last year, 
brought on by stagnating gover- 
nment and spiralling inflation, 
prompted unprecedented labour 
unrest and sparked a package of 
measures by the Central Bank to 
support the currency.

After easily taking the first set 
from Gomez, whose serve 
appeared to have deserted him, 
Bengoechea looked on his way io 
sure victory when he took a 2-0 in 
the second set. 

The fifth-seeded Gomez's 
service return came through 
where his delivery faltered, 
however, and broke the Argen- 
tine to level the set. 

In the 12th game of the second 


set, the Gomez double-faulted 
on two consecutive points and 
gave Bengoechea double match 
point. 

But Gomez remained calm as 
he rallied back from the brink of 
elimination to force the 
tiebreaker which he won 7-3. 

In the third set, Gomez took 
complete control as the Argen- 
tine was unable to find his 
rhythm after the disappointment 
of missing his golden opportun- 
ity. 

“I have lost so many matches 
in my nine years on the tour that 
it really didn’t matter," said 
Gomez explaining his com- 
posure.

Real tennis gets new lease of life 


HAMPTON COURT, England, 
March 8, (Reuter): In a quiet 
coiner of an ancient English 
palace, a group of enthusiasts are 
keeping alive a royal pastimedat- 
ing rack over 600 years. 

A range of people, from busin- 
essmen to housewives, come to 
Henry VDPi riverside palace of 
Hampton Court to re-createa bit 
of history on one of the English 
king’s favourite spots — the real 
tennis court. 

Celebrated 

Real tennis, sometimes called 
royal tennis, is an old but little- 
known indoor racket game, 
which in its heyday was the 
favourite sport of kings and 
noblemen, celebrated m the 
literature of both France and 
Britain. 

As such the game earned a 
place in history — it is said Henry 
was on court when news reached 
him of the beheading of his 
second wife, Anne Boleyn. 

The game also proved a fatal 
obsession for a number of royals 


. is a mere historical relic. Not only 
” is it greatly superior to the grass 
court variety, they say, it is also 
making a comeback. 

Chris Ronaldson, profes- 
sional real tennis coach at Hamp- 
ton Court, says that demand for 
court time is now outstripping 
supply: “There are 19 courts in 
the United Kingdom and they 
are all full,” he said. 

World champion from 1981 
until losing his title last year, 
Ronaldson has travelled the 
world promoting the game and 
attracting much-needed spon- 
sorship. 

Real tennis has become a 
family affair — Ronaldson’s 
brother is also a professional 
coach and his eldest son, British 
under-12 champion for three 
years running and currently 
under- 14 title holder, looks set to 
rise to the top. 

His wife Lesley is also a world 
champion. She bolds the world 
doubles title and is an ardent 
promoter of the women’s game.

“1 don't want to be discourag- 
ing” said Ronaldson, “but you 
have to be pretty dedicated to get 
that far." 

The way points are won and 
lost and the scoring system are 
both similar to lawn tennis, but 
built into the game are other 
more complicated ways of out- 
playing your partner. 

They include challenging an 
opponent to beat a “chase,” and 
scoring a point outright by hit- 
ting a ball straight into one of 
three designated areas. 

Ronaldson hopes eventually 
to bring the sport to a wider 
audience by building a show- 
court, able to seat hundreds of 
spectators. 

Tradition 

Real tennis players can cany 
on long after other sportsmen 
have retired. One club player is 
73.

Penny aims 
to forget I 
1 987 row 


LONDON, March 8, (Reuter); 
Christopher Penny, the 
American at the centre of last 
year's university boat race 
'mutiny,* wants to forget that 
rumpus and concentrate on try- 
ing to inspire an Oxford triumph 
in the 1 988 event. 

Penny was one of four 
Americans to withdraw for the 
Oxford University crew in a dis- 
pute over team selection for the 
traditional race against Cam- 
bridge University here on the 
River Thames. 

But his actions were vin- 
dicated when he was subsequen- 
tly elected Oxford Boat Gub 
president by a massive majority, 
and yesterday he launched his 
bid to win the 134th race on April 
2 by selecting six of last year's 
victorious crew. 

“When I was elected president, 
I didn't think in terms of trium- 
phs, but the beginningof training 
for this year's boat race,” said 
Penny. “I already knew how the 
guys in the team felt and I just 
wanted to do it better this year” 

• Penny, asilver medallist at the 
1984 Los Angeles Olympics, is 
one of two Americans in this 
year’s Oxford eight-man crew, 
along with stroke (key oarsman) 
Michael Gaffney. 

Compared 

Cambridge president Jim Gar- 
man announced a younger, less 
experienced all-British crew, 
who. with the exception of stroke 
Guy Pooley, are all under- 
graduates. 

Their average age is 21, com- 
pared with 23 for Oxford, who 
have five postgraduates in their 
boat. But despite Oxford's age 
and weight advantage, Cam- 
bridge coach Alan Innes is con- 
fident his crew can avenge last 
year’s defeat. 

“It suits us to be the under- 
dogs. Last year after the 
Americans pulled out we 
immediately became the 
favourites and that was a bit of 
the shock to the system,” he said. 

“The race will be won by the 
crew who keeps the cooler head 
and has the cleverest tactics,” he 
added. 

The Americans dropped out 
last year when Oxford president 
Donald MacDonald selected 
himself for the crew in preference 
to their compatriot Chris Clark. 


MORTSEL, Belgium, March 8, 
(Reuter}: At the age of 29, Dane 
Morten Frost, a king in the world 
ofbadmraton, has virtually given 
up hope of ever winning the 
world title. 

Next year's championships 
will be a disaster, he says. 

Afier losing in the final of the 
last two World Championships 
which are held every two years.

Prominence 

. Frost has headed the Grand 
Prix standings since 2983, has 
twice been European Champion, 

, has won the All England trophy 
four times and is a multiple win- 
ner of the Danish Open. 

I “But I will never, be world 
champion,” Frost told Reuters 
I after adding the Belgian Open in 
| February to the long list of tour- 
naments he has won since he shot 
to prominence in 1979. 

“Sure I will take part in next 
year's (World) Championships 
in Indonesia, but it will oe a disa- 
ster. 

“For me that's the worst place 
to be. I just can’t stand the heat 
• and the humidity. I immediately 
lose up to 60 per cent of my 
fitness,” said Frost, who is dub- 
bed 'The Iceberg* for his cool 
demeanour on court. 

“Last year I spent three mon- 
ths in Malaysia but after a few 
weeks I was simply drained, so 
tired and completely out of 
shape. When 1 came back in 
October I played a couple of 
tournaments but then I was com- 
pletely finished,” he said. 

“Then J got a virus and a leg 
injury ... now I'm finally back on 
the right track.” 

The next world champion- 
ships could be Frost's last. Asked 
if he would compete in 1991, 
Frost 5 gid: “1 don't think so. I’ll 
be 33 then and even I have my 
limits.” 

Frost took up badminton 
when he was- eight and spent 
nearly every spare minute on a 
w'ourt. But as a child, doctors told 



him to avoid physical pressure 
because he suffered from 
asthma. 

“It was very serious,” be said. 
“But I refused to comply with the 
doctors' advice and it has paid 
off”. - 

_NQWx after nearly a decade of 
top flight badminton, he is con- 
templating the end ofhis career. 

“I will go on for at least two 
and a half years,” he said. ‘Tve 
just negotiated contracts for that 
period. If I can remain in the top 
four I will cany on after that, but 
if I am ranked number 15 or 20, 
ru stop.” 

Frost said there was no secret 
to his success — “just hard 
work," training six days a week 


Frost gives up hop* 
all year. 

“Bull believe in efficiency,” he 
added. “1 don't train more than 
four hours a day, but normally 
just two hours, it depends on my 
mood.” 

Efficiency for Frost means 
saving himself for top competi- 
tions. “I play at 90 per cent all 
year long, but 1 try to be 100 per 
cent for top events,” he said. 

Frost sees his solid defence as 
his main weapon. “I think I will 
be remembered as an overall 
player who was a bit on the 
defensive side,” he said. 

He moved from Denmark to 
London in October 1985, partly 
for tax reasons but also to get 
away from his fans. 

“In Denmark people recogn- 
ise me all the time, but I’m cer- 
tainly not a hero because I'm not 
spectacular.” he said. “I'm too 
much down to earth .. they think 
I'm serious and professional. 

“But I was badminton's bad 
boy when I was 16, 17 and 18 
years old, but after a few really 
bad episodes, I promised never to 
get furious again.” he said. 
“Since then, there have been only 
very few occasions when I got 
really angry” 

Frost regretted that badmin- 
ton, although fast becoming a 
multi-million dollar business, 
had not yet fully taken off in the 
United States. 

Studied 

But he said the American 
attitude was chan g in g now that 
badminton would be an Olympic 
sport from 1992. 

History, which he studied for 
four years in Copenhagen, is 
Frost's main hobby. He is also a 
keen reader an deb ess player, and 
he likes going to London theatres 
and watching sport. 

When his playing days are over 
he hopes to work for the Inter- 
national Badminton Federation 
and continue to travel. 

“With some of the money I 
have saved I can now travel 
around the world with UUabritt, 
my wife,” he said. “She makes 
travelling so much easier.”

Joyner-Kersee had an 
altogether different perspective 
last weekend. 

“I thought ‘Jackie, what are 
you doing down here?* she said 
after the fall in the race won by 
Julie Rocheleau of Canada. 

And while the start of the 
Olympic Games is still seven 
months away, every psy- 
chological point that can be 
scored now is a vital one. Drech- 
sler is the woman who needs 
every boost she can gel before the

In 1987 she not only equalled 
Drechsler's long jump world 
record but she won golds at the 
World Championships in the 
heptathlon and long jump.

The real showdown between 
them never materialised and was 
put on hold until Seoul. 

Now Drechsler is looking for- 
ward to renewing their rivalry. 
She has been fairly pleased, but

standard she set in 1 986 when she 
won the European 200 metres 
and longjump titles, set the world 
long jump record and equalled 
the 200 metres world record of 
21.71 seconds.

jump title in Helsinki in 1983 she 
was. at 18. the youngest gold 
medallist in the championship. 
Now 23 and sounding like the 
mature athlete she is, she said she 
was locking forward to the sum- 
mer ahead. 


“I know it is going to be a 
tough year and that the 
American girls are going to be the 
ones to beat in whatever I do. but 
I am ready for the competition. 

“I am going to concentrate on 
the long jump. That is ray 
ultimate aim this year and I know 
that Jackie will be my main rival. 

“I feel good after an encourag- 
ing winter. I feel I can do better, 
but at least I feel fit again. I feel 
very confident about the coming 
season, although I am not sure 
whether I mil be sprinting in the 
Olympics yeL It is nota foregone 
conclusion that! will be, but 1 will 
definitely be doing jumping if I 
am fit and healthy, and that is my 
main aim.” 

Preparing 

Joyner-Kersee’s indoor 
season, apart from that final, 
ignominious fall, also showed 
that she was preparing well for 
the summer. She set an American 
longjump record of 23 feet 0 1-2 
inch and. together with coach 
and husband Bobby Kersee was ' 
carefully planning her pre-Olym- 
pic strategy. 

She is likely to compete in a 
heptathlon at Goetsis, Austria, 
in mid-J une and appear at several 
or the big European meets. 

It is unlikely the two will come 
face-to-face before they meet in 
the Olympic stadium in Seoul at 
the end pf September, but when 
they do. they should provide one 
of the Olympics most memora- 
ble battles. 


Brussels on September 11. win- 
ning not only the 1 10 metres hur- 
dles title but also $25,000 as 
overall men's champion. 

In the last of their encounters, 
at the US Inaoor Champion- 
ships a fortnight ago, Foster won 
his ninth title at the expense of the 
1985 World Cup champion and 
Campbell will be out for revenge 
in Saturday’s 60 metres hurdles 
race.

Coe had a disappointing 
indoor debut in the United States 
on February 14 when he with- 
drew from the 3,000 metres at the 
US Olympicinvitational meeting 
in East Rutherford, New Jersey, 
with two laps still to run.
